WASHINGTON, Oct. *26.—Speak- 
ing tonight at a National Press 
Club dinner, before an audience 
that included Government officials 
of rank, Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull pledged the adrhinistration to 
“unremitting vigor” in dealing 
with subversive activities, the crea- 
tion of “impregnable defense,” the 
continuance of all feasible aid to 
nations “defending themselves 
against barbaric attack” and the 
weof “every appropriate means” 
fo warding off any transfer of 
sovereignty in the Western Hem- 
iphere from one non-American 
nation to another. 

Contrary to usage at such func- 
tions, the Secretary’s important ad- 
dress was not “off the record.” It 
wis broadcast over a country-wide 
network. Though the speech dealt 
largely in generalities and was de- 
voted in considerable part to sum- 
Matizing and defending the admin- 
lstration’s foreign policy since 1933, 
two of the points aroused keenest 
interest, 

The first was interpreted as a 
declaration of war on “fifth col- 
umns,” and the second was » warn- 
ing to the Petain government at 
Vichy regarding any change of 
status in the French colonies in 
the Americas. These include St. 
Pierre-Miquelon, Martinique and 

Guiana. 

Experiences of Others. 


“We are taking measures,” de- 
taréd Hull, “toward dealing with 
tubversive activities in this coun- 
try directed from abroad. The ex- 
perience of many other countries 
has brought us to the shocking 
tealization of the manner in which, 
and the extent to which, such ac- 
tities are employed to undermine 
wtlal and political institutions, 
tad to bring ‘about internal disin- 

tion and decay in the coun- 
ties they plan to make their vic- 
tims. We intend to act in this’ 
feld with unremitting vigor.”

Two Men and Wife of One

Three persons were killed and 
another was injured seriously last 
night when the automobile in which 
they were riding was struck by an 
Alton & Southern freight train at 
an unprotected crossing on a dirt 
road a mile south of Mitchell, Il. 

The dead were Marvin Stewart, 
35 years old, a crossing watchman 
for the New York Central] Rail- 
road; his wife, Mrs. Viola Stewart, 
32, and Raymond McIntyre, 27, an 
employe of the Barber Asphalt Co. 
of Granite City. All lived § at 
Mitchell. 

William Ayers, 32, a pipefitter at 
the Shell Refinery at Wood River, 
who was riding with them, suf- 
fered a crushed chest. He was 
taken to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
Granite City. 

The road on which they were 

driving is a cut-off connecting 
Mitchell and Nameoki. Mitchell is 
onU . S. Highway 66 just east of 
the Illinois terminus of Chain of 
Rocks Bridge. 
The car was carried about 900 
feet down the railroad right of way 
by the train. Mrs. Stewart’s body 
was nearest the steering wheel, 
which officers took as an indication 
that she may have been driving.

ROOSEVELT SENDS 
MARSHAL PETAIN 
SEURET MESSAGE 
GEIS NO ANSWER 


Communication Presumed 
to Have Been Appeal 
Against Any Pact That 
Would Clash With Amer- 


ican Interests. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
The United States’ deep concern 
over the German-French negotia- 
tions was evidenced today by dis- 
closure that President Roosevelt 
had sent a message to Marshal 
Henri Phillippe Petain, chief of the 
French state. 

The communicatoin was deliv- 
ered to Gaston Henry-Haye, the 
French Ambassador, on last Thurs- 
day by Sumner Welles, Undersec- 
retary of State. The fact of its 
dispatch was a closely-held secret 
until today. 

Secretary of State Hull, in dis- 
closing that Roosevelt had com- 
municated with the 84-year-old 
World War hero who now heads 
the Vichy Government, declined to 
reveal the nature of the message. 
No reply, he said, had been re- 
ceived. 

Appeal to Petain Indicated. 

Although lacking official confir- 
mation, it was reported that the 
President’s message had . been 
timed to influence Petain—and 
perhaps contained an appeal to 
him—against signing any “collabo- 
ration” pact with Germany which 
would imperil France’s future as a 
free naticn and possibly . bring 
about a clash between French and 
American interests, especially in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

At the time that Hull mentioned 
Roosevelt’s message, no word had 
been received here of the French- 
German agreement in principle to 
work together to restore peace in 
Europe. There was no immediate 
official comment on this develop- 
ment. 

The nearest Hull came to dis- 
closing the purport of the Roose- 
velt communication was a state- 
ment that the United States had 
exchanged ideas and viewpoints 
with the Vichy Government regard- 
ing the action taken by the 21 
American republics at Havana. He 
declined a specific answer to a 
question whether the message 
called attention to this action. 

It was reported in other quar- 
ters, however, that the communica- 
tion called the attention of the 
Vichy Government to the Havana 
conference’s formulation of policy, 
presumably with the warning that 
French territories in the Western 
Hemisphere would be taken under 
American protection if their owner- 
ship changed status in any manner. 

Provides for Taking Colonies. 

The Havana Conference provid- 
ed for the American governments 
to take over administration of any 
European possessions in this hemi- 
sphere if necessary as an emergen- 
cy defense measure.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
David Dubinsky declared tonight 
that John L. Lewis “stands exposed 
before the entire labor movement 
as a person who would cast labor’s

Dubinsky, a founder and former 
vice-president of the CIO, who led 
his union of 225,000 clothing work- 
ers back into the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, asserted that Lewis, 
in indorsing the candidacy of Wen- 
dell 'L. Willkie, “did not even speak 
for his CIO unions.” 

“The automobile workers, the tex- 
tile workers, the rubber workers, 
the clothing workers and many oth- 
er CIO unions, representing the 
hulk of the CIO membership, are 
out campaigning for President 
Roosevelt and the New Deal,” said

CHOSE THE ‘LONELY 
ROAD,’ EARLY SAYS 


Unions Throughout U. S. 
Lining Up on Opposite 
Sides — Hull Denounces 


War Charges. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
The Roosevelt administration 
struck back today at John L. 
Lewis’ denunciation of the New 
Deal and support of Wendell L. 
Willkie while evidence piled up 
that a deep political schism had 
developed in the CIO itself, 

Stephen Early, presidential sec- 
retary, said Lewis had “chosen to 
go down the lonely road.” Many 
CIO leaders, Early asserted, had 
“repudiated” Lewis’ stand in mes- 
sages to President Roosevelt. 


Secretary of State Hull said 
Lewis was “100 per cent wrong in 
his effort to prejudice the Ameri- 
can people by the baseless charge 
that President Roosevelt is seeking 
to get this nation into war.” 

Lewis, who supported President 
Roosevelt in 1936, said in his radio 
address Friday night that if Will- 
kie was defeated he would con- 
sider it a “no confidence” mani- 
festation by the CIO membership 
and would give up his leadership 
of the organization. 

Wallace Assails Stand. 

In a statement released while 
campaigning in upstate New York, 
Henry A. Wallace, Democratic 
vice-presidential candidate, main- 
tained that John L. Lewis is sup- 
porting Willkie for President be- 
cause the CIO leader believes “his 
personal advantage lies with the 
totalitarian elements in big busi- 
ness.” 

“The President would not let 
Lewis dictate the Government’s 
labor policies,” he added. 

Lewis’ stand brought comment, 
too, from William Green, president 
of the American Federation of 
Labor. The CIO, he said, was 
“torn with dissension, divided po- 
litically because its leaders seek 
to compel it to support a po- 
litical party.” The AFL, he added, 
“has evolved and followed a non- 
partisan political policy.” 

Some officials of the United Mine 
Workers, foundation stone of the 
CIO organization, disagreed with 
Lewis. Hugh V. Brown, president 
of District 7, a Hazelton (Pa.) unit 
and one of the big UMW locals, 
said the district membership would 
“go down the alley battling” for 
Roosevelt. On the other hand, Ray 
Edmundson, Illinois district presi- 
dent of the UMW, made public a 
resolution by 16 UMW officials 
pledging support of Lewis and a 
“vigorous campaign” against a 
third term for President Roose- 
velt. 

Gustave A. Strebel, asserting that 
as president of the New York State 
CIO Industrial Union Council he 
spoke for 900,000 CIO members, 
sai: 

“Like Al Smith, John Lewis has 
taken a walk. He has walked 
back home to his Republican Party 
of old, back to the camp of the 
Liberty Leaguers, the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, the Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce and 
back to the bjtter opponents of the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act. But 
he walks alone, he does not take 
with him a single significant group 
of labor.” 

The general executive board of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers of America (CIO), which claims 
260,000 members, said in a state- 
ment at New York that Lewis had 
“gone over to the camp of Willkie, 


Girdler, Weir and Ford,” and that 
he was “following the road to 
ruin.” 


Walter Shannon, president of 
Local 56A of the United Shoe 
Workers of America, said: “I per- 
sonally am for John Lewis as presi- 
dent of the CIO. Our local has 
made no indorsement for President 
of the, United States and the choice 
rests entirely with each individual 
member.” 


BRITONS WATCHING NEWS REEL 
LAUGH AS BOMBS FALL NEARBY 


LONDON,. Oct. 26 (AP). — A

NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
Republican presidential nominee 
Wendell L. Willkie charged tonight 
the doctrine of the New Deal was 
“divide and rule.” 

“Our doctrine is the doctrine of 
unite and serve,” he said in an 
address at a rally at Jamaica 
High School, Long Island. 

Asserting that there had been 
formed in recent years “groups 
with special hatreds—racial, relig- 
ious and political hatreds,” Will- 
kie accused the New Deal of un- 
dertaking to “govern America by 
playing off each of these groups 


against the other.” 

“Tt has encouraged labor to fight 
capital and encouraged capital to 
attack labor,” the candidate said. 
“Tt has even encouraged labor to 
fight labor. 

“It has created the farm prob- 
lem as a separate problem, as if 
the farmers were somewhere on an 
island by themselves. 

“It has kept in Washington, on 
our payroll, men who do not be- 
lieve in our form of government— 
Communists and rear-Communists 
and neo-Communists and pseudo- 
Communists and their dupes. 

“It has divided our youth from 
us by preaching the doctrine that 
American can no longer grow.” 

That, said Willkie, was “the is- 
sue between the New Deal and the 
cause I represent.” 

Willkie said he was the only pres- 
idential candidate “who can unite 
all the elements of American life 
in one common cause.” If elected, 
he said, he would call to service 
“the ablest men that can be found.” 

“We will not have political pup- 
pets about,” he said. “We will pick 
men to represent labor, who come 
from the ranks and who know la- 
bor’s needs. We will pick men to 
represent agriculture, who are real 
farmers and know the farmer’s 
needs. We will pick men who know 
industry, and know finance, and 
men who are familiar with our 
political problems. 

“And we don’t want an Attorney- 
General to lisp a’ following ac-

FIGHTING 15 MILES 
INSIDE TERRITORY 
HELD BY ITALIANS 
NUME ANNCUNCES 


Casualties Are Few— At- 
tempted Assassination of 
Fascist General Also Is 


Alleged in Commu- 
nique. 


ROME, Oct. 26 (AP).—Italy an- 
nounced officially tonight that Al- 
banian troops had fought off 
“armed Greek bands” in a fron- 
tier clash on Albanian soil, and 
foreign observers considered the 
incident might set off a long-ex- 
pected outbreak of hostilities in 
the Balkans. 


The Rome radio identified the 
Greeks as “soldiers.” 

A communique put the scene of 
the clash in the vicinity of Koriza 
(Koritsa), which is 15 miles from 
the Greek border. 

It asserted that the Greeks had 
attacked Albanian outposts with 
rifles and hand grenades, saying: 

“The prompt reaction of an Al- 
banian patrol and the successive 
intervention of other units helped 
throw back immediately the en- 
emy band which had penetrated 
into Albanian territory.” 

Some Casualties, 

Six Greeks were declared cap- 
tured; two Albanian soldiers killed 
and three wounded. 

The communique also asserted 
that three bombs exploded last 
night near the headquarters of the 
Italian Lieutenant-General at Porto 
Edda—formerly known as Santi 
Quaranti and renamed after the 
Italian occupation of Albania—and 
that two persons were slightly 
wounded. 

“Greek or English agents” were 
blamed and it was said they were 
being sought. 

“Investigations are being made 
into the two episodes,” the com- 
munique added. “Meanwhile calm 
has returned to the two zones.” 

“Punitive” Expedition. 

It was believed that the fighting 
might lead to the dispatch of an 
Italian punitive expedition to 
“avenge” the Albanians and to ful- 
fill their demands for Greek terri- 
tory. 

Such an action also would be in 
purusit of the Axis aim to drive 
British influence out of Southern 
Europe. 

(Albania has been a part of the 
Italian empire since its seizure by 
Italian troops on Good Friday of 
1939. Greece is a gateway to Tur- 
key and the Dardanelles.)

NORWEGIANS AND NAZIS 
CLASH; EMERGENCY RULE 
AT BERGEN; TWO KILLED 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 26 (AP). 

HE newspaper Dagens Ny- 
T neter reported from Oslo 

tonight that a limited state 
of emergency had been pro- 
claimed at Nazi-held Bergen, 
Norway, because of demonstra- 
tions and sabotage against the 
National Samling, Maj. Vidkun 
Quisling’s party. 

Bergen citizens, it said, have 
been forbidden on the streets 
after darkness which falls now 
in the late afternoon, 


Two persons were said to 
have been killed and several in- 
jured last week at a meeting of 
the Samling (national union) 
which the Nazis have made the 
only legal political movement 
in Norway. Fish exports to 
Germany, this report said, have 
been spoiled by saboteurs on 
several occasions and long 
prison terms have been im- 
posed on several persons. 

Two Bergen newspapers have 
been suppressed, it added. 


GERMANS STEP UP 
LONDON AIR RAIDS, 
HIT AT LIVERPOOL 


Midlands and Southwest 
Scotland Also Attacked— 
8 Alarms in Day Equal 
50-Day Record. 


BERLIN, Oct. 27 (Sunday) (AP). 
—Several hundred German fighters 


and bombers, a force described by 
informed sources as “unusually 
strong,” attacked England last 
night and early today, it was re- 
ported here. They were said to 
have taken off from bases rang- 
ing from France to Norway and 
carried bombs weighing up to two 
tons. 

Informed sources said six Brit- 
ish planes were shot down and two 
German planes were missing after 
an “uninterrupted series of attacks 
on England and her capital” yes- 
terday. These circles claimed ef- 
fective hits were scored. 

British bombers tried to reach 
Berlin tonight, it was announced 
officially, but most of the raiding 
planes were said to have been 
warded off by anti-aircraft fire. 
Some planes reached a_ capital 
suburb, but officials said only one 
bomb fell, striking the pavement 
and damaging a house. 


LONDON, Oct. 27 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Fire bombs and high explo- 
sives, falling from as many as 
four and five bombers at a time, 
crashed over wide areas of Lon- 
don early today as Nazi raiders 
stepped up the pace of. their 
fiftieth successive night of air at- 
tack. 

The Germans’ return at dusk 
after seven daylight stabs yester- 
day put the capital under eight air 
raid alarms during the day — a 
number exceeded in a like period 
and only twice equalled since the 
start of the aerial siege. 

Although London apparently still 
bore the brunt of the German 
bombardment, Liverpool reported 
night raiders attempting vainly to 
break through its ring of anti-air- 
craft fire, and Southwest Scotland 
had a second straight night of air 
attack. The midlands also were 
raided. 

One brief lull in the attack on 
London ended when raiders slipped

ernment’s annowncement that Adolf 
Hitler and Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain, France’s Chief of State, had 
agreed in principle to work to 
gether to restore peace in Europe. 
The announcement, indorsed by 
the Fernch Cabinet, marked a his- 
toric about-face for France and put 
this vanquished country on the 
threshold of negotiations on con- 
crete points of agreement with its 
German conquerors. 

It followed a 75-minute meeting 
of the Vichy Cabinet at which Pe- 
tain and his second in command, 
Vice-Premier Pierre Laval, ex- 
plained what they talked about this 
week in conferences with Hitler 


and Joachim von Ribbentrop, the 
German Foreign Minister. 

“The Council of Ministers unani- 
mously approved their declara- 
tions,” the announcement said. 


On Hitler, Petain Parley. 


The terse communique said 
merely that Hitler and Petain had 
held a “general examination o: the 
situation and, in particular, the 
means of reconstructing peace in 
Europe,” and were in accord on “the 
principle of collaboraation.” 

(Here four lines were censored.) 
This, two days after Petain’s 
meeting with Hitler, in Nazi-occu- 
pied Paris, seemed to political ob- 
servers to be a clear sign of an im- 
pending “peace offensive.” 

They said it might be started 
with a bid for the good offices of 
the United States in seeking an end 
to European hostilities. 

Now that the groundwork has 
been prepared for France's new 
place in Europe, the Cabinet is 
expected to study a definite accord 
with Germany on France’s press- 
ing problems, among them  eco- 
nomic collaboration. 

Sensatioral rumors were circu- 
lated over what will become of 
French territory and colonies, but 
official sources insisted they were 
without foundation. 

Negotiations With Italy. 
Definite negotiations with Italy 
were regarded generally as the next 
step. The Cabinet was scheduled 
to meet again tomorrow. Laval !s 
reported already to have begun pre- 
liminary discussions with Italian 
representatives in Paris.

NAZI CONVOY NEAR 
BOULOGNE BOMBED 


One Ship Apparently Hit— 
English Long - Range 
Guns Fire on Eight Ger- 

man Torpedo Boats. 


LONDON, Oct. 24 ‘AP}. — The 
channel area resounded today with 
a furious British counter-offensive 
and great columns of smoke rose 
in the clear air above the Nazi- 
held Freneh coast from areas set 
aflame by British bombs. 

Nazi shipping was attacked with- 
in sight of watchers on the Eng- 
lish shore—a German convoy was 
heavily bombed by Royal Air Force 
squadrons and it appeared that at 
least one vessel had been hard hit 
—and English coastal batteries 
bombarded a covey of eight Ger- 
man torpedo boats along’ the 
French shore. 

Across the Dover Strait, British 
pilots went into heavy action 
against a new long-range gun 
brought up by the Nazis alongside 
their sixth battery near Cap Gris 
Nez. 

This visual evidence to the people 
of coastal England of the heighten- 
ing tempo of the British counter- 
attack followed assaults in which 
the R. A. F. had dropped bombs 
inland in Germany and over hun- 
dreds of miles of the Nazi front. 

Fires at Kiel. 

One of the most important ob- 
jectives attacked in raids last night 
was the vital German nava' base 
at Kiel, where shipbuilding yards 
were said to have been left’ in 
flames. In the two-hour raid on 
Kiel, “widespread damage” was also 
caused to .docks, warehouses and 
shipping, the British said. 

Fires were set, too, the Air Min- 
istry reported, in the docks at Bre- 
men and Cuxhaven; Hamburg again 
was “heavily bombed.” 

The British raids extended from 
the Baltic to the channel coast of 
France and inland to the German 
industrial Ruhr district. 

Boulogne still was overhung by 
smoke this afternoon, as was Cap 
Gris Nez. 

Bombed, too, the Ministry said, 
were the Dutch harbors of Am- 
sterdam and Den Helder—the lat- 
ter a former Dutch naval base— 
and the Belgian ports of Ostend 
and Antwerp. 

The raids followed familiar lines: 
British bombers concentrated again, 
aside from their attacks on the 
Nazi springboards for invasion, on 
German oil supplies—in Hamburg, 
Hanover, Reizholz and elsewhere— 
and on war materials factories “in 
various industiral centers.” 

Demand That Germans Suffer. 

Despite the success thus claimed 
for the British command's strategy 
—which is based on the theory that 
bombing essential military targets 
is more effective if less spectacular 
than attacking such cities as Berlin 
—a labor union leader during the 
day publicly appealed for a “heavy, 
merciless, incessant” campaign 
against the Germans. 

Writing in the publication Rail- 
way Review, Jay Marchbank, gen- 
eral secretary of the National Un- 
ion of Railway Trainmen, asked: 

“What moral difference is there 
between our use of seapower to 
maintain a hunger blockade and 
our use of airpower to stun Berlin 
with the heaviest loads of high ex- 
plosive bombs our airmen can 
carry?” 

“If frightfulness is the Nazi ar- 
gument,” he went on, “why should 
we not use it to convince the Ger- 
man people that their rulers lie to 
them and deceive them with prom- 
ises of early victory?” 

Suggesting that to refrain from 
punishing German cities was “sheer 
weakness and imbecility,” he said: 

“Let’s make them understand in 
their streets, their homes, their 
shops and factories, their schools, 
hospitals and shelters, what’ the 
new tactics of air warfare their 
rulers are employing against us 
really mean.”

KEEN BRITISH INTERES! 
IN AMERICAN ELECTION 


Press Points Out Roosevelt and 
Willkie Both Are Pledged 
to Continued Aid. 


LONDON, Oct. 26 (AP).—The 
British are following the United 
States presidential race with a 


more avid interest than they have 
paid to any political campaign out- 
side the British Isles in many 
years, 

The newspapers carry campaign 
stories day and night, illustrated 
with photographs of vigorous elec- 
tioneering incidents far removed 
from the sedate English trend. 

As a whole, the British newspa- 
pers have taken no sides. They 
have told their readers that both 
President Roosevelt and Wendell 
Willkie are committed to a con- 
tinuation of aid for Britain. 

The Manchester Guardian, liberal 
paper of the North, sums up edi- 
torially: 

“From the British point of view 
it is enough to know that both can- 
didates have the strongest admira- 
tion for our fight and are pledged 
to help us by all means ‘short of 
war. There is no reason to sup- 
pose that, whoever is President, 
there will be any slackening of 
American help. For that we may

The popular London tabloid, the 
Mirror, says the election issue is 
European this time or world-wide, 
not domestically American. After 
the election, the Mirror asserts, “we 
can hope only that America—‘short 
of war’—will begin to get a big or a 
bigger move on—no matter who is 
President.”

A. S. Cunningham-Reid refused to 
quit his position in Parliament to- 
day in a meeting marked by cries 
of “Resign, resign!” The cries 
came from fellow party members 
who criticised his recent absence 
from England, which he said was 
to arrange for removal of children 


from the war zone. 

“The Conservative party commit- 
tee of the St. Marylebone District 
(London’s West End) adopted res- 
olutions demanding Cunningham- 
Reid’s resignation and suggesting 
the appointment of Sir John Fitz- 
gerald to fill the vacancy. 

The member of Parliament re- 
turned to England to answer the 
charges. He had been in Honolulu, 
where he twice was a guest of 
Doris Duke Cromweil, the tobacco 
heiress who is reported to have 
offered to care for 500 St. Maryle- 
bone children, 

“There is no use adopting a can- 
didate,” he told his accusers. “I 
have not the slightest intention of 
resigning.” 

Cunningham-Reid termed accusa- 
tions of W. W. Wakefield, member 
of Parliament, “vitriolic insults” 
which were beneath contempt. He 
criticised the “disgraceful manner” 
of a few of his party members and 
accused them of insulting “kind, 
generous citizens who have offered 
to take British evacuee children.” 

Before the meeting, Cunningham- 
Reid defended himself in a letter. 

“Had the Government’s evacua- 
tion policy not been changed,” he 
said, “I would have succeeded in 
my American mission, for I had 
completed all arrangements.”

Preparations Made for Ital- 
ian Offensive to Deal 
‘Final Blow to British’ 
in North Africa. 


ROME, Oct. 26 (AP).—The offi- 
cial Rome radio said today that a 
major Italian offensive in Egypt 
was imminent. 

The North African army of Mar- 
shal Rodolfo Graziani, said the an- 
nouncer, is “now ready and fully 
prepared to deal a final blow to the 
British in Egypt. The blow will fall 
at any moment.” 

In the press there appeared mi- 
nute descriptions of preparations, in- 
cluding the laying of a water pipe 
line from Libya to the Italian ad- 
vance positions around Sidi Barrani. 
Italian laborers have built a desert 
road linking the Italian advance 
position with the Libyan base. 
Telegraph and telephone lines have 
been laid. Truck caravans are 
ready to bring up supplies. Ware- 
houses, automobile parks and work- 
shops have been built at the Italian 
base, 

For several days, the Italians 
have been sending out small mo- 
torized columns 18 to 25 miles east 
and south of Sidi Barrani, the dis- 
patches said, to attack British out- 
posts. The British have used ar- 
mored cars and tanks in counter 
thrusts. 


Italian planes have concentrated 
on the bombing of trenches, barbed 
wire entanglements, concrete forti- 
fications, artillery positions, camps 
and barracks of the British defense 
position at Mersa Matruh, behind 
which the Italians said seven Brit- 
ish divisions have been massed.

Warships Shelled Italians at Close

CAIRO, Egypt, Oct. 26 (AP).—

BERLIN, Oct. 26 (AP).—The

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King George Sends Note to Petain 
In Bid for Backing by France 


Hore-Belisha Demands Commons Be Told 
at Once Why Government, Through 
Crown, Dispatched the Message. 


LONDON, Oct. 26 (AP).—King 
George VI has sent a message of 


sympathy and encouragement for 
the French people to Marshal Hen- 
ri Philippe Petain in what in- 
formed circles described as a Gov- 
ernment attempt to establish a 
three-point program to “help both 
Britain and France.” 

Authoritative sources said the 
King expressed confidence in an 
ultimate British victory and hope 
that the French would join one day 
in the benefits. 

One of the points in the reported 
British plan was to capitalize on 
the division of opinion in high 
French circles, where certain Cab- 
inet members were reported loath 
to join Vice-Premier Pierre Laval’s 
plan of co-operating with Adolf 
Hitler against Britain. 

The French Government at Vichy 
announced tonight that Petain and 
Hitler have agreed in principle to 
work together to reconstruct “peace 
in Europe.” 

The second point, informed cir- 
cles said, would be to prevent fur- 
ther military advantages from fall- 
ing to Hitler as a result of the 
conquest of France. It was re- 
called that Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill broadcast a message to 
France on the eve of the Hitler- 
Laval conversations. 

Churchill, many believe, had ad- 
vance information of the negotia- 
tions when he urged the French: 


“If you can’t help us, at least don’t 
hinder us.” 

The third point would be to pre- 
vent “further humiliation” of Brit- 
ain’s former ally. 

The King’s message was 
made public for “diplomatic 
sons.” 

Tonight, Leslie Hore-Belisha, for- 
mer British Secretary of War, de 
manded that the House of Com- 
mons be informed “without delay” 
why the Government, through the 
King, had sent a “message of en- 
couragement coupled with sympa- 
thy for the sufferings of the French 
people” to Petain. 

In a statement given to the 
semi-official press association, 
Hore-Belisha called for an imme- 
diate session “to consider the pol- 
icy of the Government toward the 
Vichy Government, the French 
empire and French navy and the 
implications of the agreement 
reached in principle between Hitler 
and Petain.”

Years Ago Sees Personal 
Triumph in Crusade 


Against Commonwealth 
College.

MENA, Ark., Oct. 26. 

HE Rev. Luther D. Summers, 
T pastor of First Baptist Church 

here, who tried to drive the 
devil from Hot Springs several 
years ago but failed and came to 
this town, is a happy man today. 
He sees a personal victory over 
“Communism” in the Ouachita 
Mountains, a triumph in his five- 
year crusade against Common- 
wealth College. 
His choir director, J. F. Quillin, 
who also is Deputy Prosecuting At- 
torney, has raided the labor col- 
ure to display the American flag 
and with displaying a foreign em- 
blem—the hammer and sickle of 
Soviet Russia. Justice of the Peace 
Clem Brown has found it guilty 
and fined it $2500. Even the col-' 
lege’s white-face bull which grazed | 
the 318acre mountainside campus 
is scheduled to be sold at auction 
to pay the fine. Also to be sold 
with the bull are four mules, seven 
cows, three calves, typewriters and 
the dining room murals of Joe 
Jones (formerly of St. Louis), de- 
picting mining, lynching and share- 
cropping—parts of the Southern 
panorama in which students and 


teachers worked. Attached, too, is 
the college’s $8 bank account. 
Sheriff Refused to Make Raid. 
Sheriff W. E. Jones of Polk 
Ccunty refused to “serve the 
papers” because he thought the pro- 
ceedings were illegal, but a State 
patrolman, L. S. Dillahunty, made 
the raid and signed the notice of 
sale tacked on the door of Com- 
monwealth’s administration build- 
ing. 

The college, for 17 turbulent years 
a “democracy in overalls,” closed 
its doors some three weeks before 
the raid, Sept. 18, but was sched- 
uled to reopen as a workers’ thea- 
ter school. Nathan Oser, direc- 
tor, was winding up its affairs 
when the raiders arrived. 
Arkansas law requires that the 
flag be flown when school is in 
session. Anarchy, a misdemeanor, 
punishable by six months’ imprison- 
ment and a fine of $1000, must in- 
clude intent to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment by force. The additional 
charge of displaying an illegal em- 
blem is based on the discovery of 
the imprint of a hammer and 
sickle, crudely made .with pieces 
of farm machinery, in the con- 
crete floor of a milk storage room, 
locked from public view and visit- 
ed only by an occasional farm 
hand in the course of work. The 
anarchy charge is based on pam- 
phlets and mimeographed material 
taken from the school’s library 
office. The large library itself, 
containing numerous left-wing 
treatises and standard texts on 
economics was not disturbed. 


The Weight of the Evidence. 


The evidence, unsolicited matter 
mailed out generilly, some of 
it for circulation, some consigned 
to the wastebasket, consisted main- 
ly of pamphlets and mimeographed 
circulars. A letter to a former 
journalism teacher regarding her 
investment in Soviet bonds was 
seized as well as a book of cartoons 
by Jacob Burck, entitled “Hunger 
and Revolt.” 


Other exhibits include the July 
number of The Communist, a 
monthly magazine, and a series of 
lesson outlines of Marx-Leninist 
elements of political economy. A 
3-cent pamphlet, “The History of 
May Day,” was confiscated together 
with an article, “In Defense of 
Bolshevism”; the 1936 acceptance 
speeches of Earl Browder, Com- 
munist presidential candidate, and 
James W. Ford, Negro. candidate 
for Vice-President; and “Milestones 
in the History of the Communist 


Party,” by Alexander Bittleman. 
The June, 1939, issue of “Soviet 
Russia Today,” describing the 


Soviet pavilion at the New York 
World’s Fair is another exhibit. 
Nowhere in all this evidential mat- 
ter is violence advocated, not even 
in a dusty mimeographed 1937 Com- 
munist recruiting manual. 

The raiders even peered down 
into wells in search of “literature,” 
while ignoring the library, and they 
examined the door hinges for “Com- 
munist emblems.” 

A Puzzling Inscription. 
Oser says they pondered over an 
inscription, “The People Rule,” on

Quillin Won’t Talk; Pastor Does. 


Deputy Prosecutor Quillin de- 
clined to discuss the case with the 
writer, declaring that the 
Post-Dispatch had been “unfair,” 
but the Rev. Mr. Summers, who 
as far back as 1935 inspired a 
legislative investigatio: which fi- 
nally blew up, wasn’t at all re- 
luctant to talk. 


Introduced by Quillin, on the 
main street of town, the 62-year-old 
pastor, a self-styled “old-fashioned 
fundamentalist,” was wearing a 
round black wide-brimmed hat, a 
frayed black frock coat, and gray 
trousers, the ensemble set off with 
a viv'd orau.e shirt. The Rev. Mr. 
Summers, his blue eyes keen be- 
hind steel-rimmed spectacles ex- 
plained his get-up. He was observ- 
ir- Polk County’s annual “rodeo 
day.” Next day, at his home, his 
attire was more conventional—sack 
suit, with coat and pants of differ- 
ent material; on his lapel was a 
large celluloid button proclaiming) 
“God Bless America.” 

Commonwealth College is a “hot- 
bed of Communism,” he declared. 
He produced a pamphlet entitled, 
“Cor. munism and Commonwealth 
College Unmasked,” consisting of 
extracts from his sermons. It 
contained some of the allegations 
made before the legislative com- 
mittee, including charges of “mixed 
bathing parties” and “free love” 
at the college. 


“That Doesn’t Mean a Thing.” 


‘The Rev. Mr. Summers wasn’t 
impressed by the fact that the 
college had closed prior to the 
raid or by announcement the South- 
ern New Theater School had de- 
cided not to try to open until 
spring, if ever. 

“That doesn’t mean a thing,” said 
he, shifting a quid from one side 
of his face to the other. “That’s 
just Communism. I’ve seen them 
come and go.” 

“That college is a threat to our 
Constitution, our form of Govern- 
ment, our religious beliefs. It 
teaches the love of the Red flag 
above any other flag, it teaches 
social equality between races, it 
teaches the overthrow of our Gov- 
ernment by revolution—it teaches 
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theft and murder.” 

He paused to spit. He said he 
had testified before the Justice of 
the Peace as an “expert on Com- 


munism.” He “wasn’t narrow.” He'| 
had read a lot of “their infidel 
books.” 


“Why, I reckon they. could raid 
me with all the Communist litera- 
ture I have here,” he chuckled. He 
displayed Browder’s “Communism 
in the United States.” “I read them 
all. I keep in touch with what they 
are doing—they don’t fool me.” 

The Rev. Mr. Summers, who has 
lifted the mortgage on the church 
since be abandoned Hot Springs to 
the devil five years ago and in- 
stalled a new organ which accom- 
panies Deputy Prosecutor Quillin’s 
choir, placed the raid in the sphere 
of “political action.” He himself, 
he said, was interested only in the 
“moral crusade.” Above his head, 
as he denounced “Communists” 
was the framed injunction, “Let Us 
Dwell Together and Love One An- 
other.” 

Some Talk of Violence. 

“A few of the boys wanted to 
burn the school out,” the preacher 
remarked, “but I used my persua- 
sive powers.”

In 1932, Guy B. Park, successful 
Democrat for Governor, ran 56,855 
votes behind Roosevelt, while Ed- 
ward H, Winter, Republican candi- 
date for Governor, ran 64,715 ahead 
of Herbert Hoover, Park’s plurality 
being 121,570 less than Roosevelt’s. 


On the basis of the differences 
in those two elections, a Roosevelt 
victory by from 100,000 to 150,000,

Seldom has there been as vigor- 
ous a campaign as the Republicans 
have conducted throughout’ the

Democrats. The Deemocratic strat- 
egy in Missouri, as in other states, 
until President Roosevelt made his 
first avowedly political speech 
Wednesday night, has been to avoid 
stirring up the voters. The Re- 
publicans, seemingly lavishly sup- 
plied with funds, have been fight- 
ing every day for two months. 

The Democrats have had no real- 
ly top-flight national speakers in 
the State, the nearest approaches 
being Secretary of the Interior 
Harold ‘L. Ickes, United States Sen- 
ator Scott Lucas of Illinois and 
Henry A. Wallace, the vice-presi- 
dential nominee. 


For Willkie to win Missouri 
would require a change of about 
one voter in five, that is one out 
of every five who voted for Roose- 
velt in 1936 would have to vote for 
Willkie. In a total vote of approxi- 
mately 1,800,000 it is a very sizeable 
job to overcome a lead of 413,000.

Analysis of 1936 Vote. 
The total vote in 1936 was 1,828,- 


635, the largest ever cast in Mis-

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souri, Although there will be a 
material decrease in the Kansas 
City vote, due to the purging of 
the election rolls there of about 
50,000 fraudulent registrations, an 
increase is indicated in St. Louis, 
and it is expected there will be a 
somewhat increased vote outside of 
the two larger cities, due to the in- 
tensity of the Republican cam- 
paign. 

In 1936 the Democratic and Re- 
publican candidates jointly polled 
1,808,934 votes, leaving only 19,701 
for-the minor party candidates, or 
slightly more than 1 per cent. Ex- 
cept in 1924, when the late Senator 
Robert M. La Follette received a 
vote of 81,160, the total of minor 
party candidates’ votes rarely goes 
much above 1 per cent and is not 
enough to be taken into considera- 
tion in election studies. Even La 
Follette got only a little more than 
6 per cent of the total vote in 1924. 


Situation in Kansas City. 
The anticipated vote in Kansas 
City is an important item to be 
taken into consideration in this 
election. 


In 1936 the Kansas City regis- 
tration was 263,277 and the total 
vote in the election was 256,743, of 
which 190,089 went to Roosevelt 
and 65,899 to Landon. The total 
vote was more than 97 per cent 
of the registration, a tremendously 
high percentage. 

This year, according to final fig- 
ures announced by the Kansas City 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
the registration is only 219,341, or 
43,936 lower than it was in 1936. 
This is due to the elimination by 
the Stark election board of about 
50,000 fraudulent Pendergast ma- 
chine registrants in 1938. It can 
be taken as a fact that all of the 
fraudulent registrants were voted 
in the election and entered into the 
total credited to Roosevelt. The 
elimination of that recorded vote 
unquestionably means that this 
year some 40,000 to 50,000 votes 
counted for the Democratic candi- 
dates four years ago will not be 
counted for them this year. The 
total registered vote this year is 
37,406 less than the recorded elec- 
tion vote four years ago in Kansas 
City. 

If it should be assumed that 
Willkie is no stronger in Kansas 
City than was Landon in 1936, the 
Democratic plurality of President 
Roosevelt there would be reduced 
from 124,190 in 1936 to about 85,000 
this year. Even the Democrats ex- 
pect the Willkie vote to exceed the 
Landon vote, and while the Repub- 
licans are not confident of carry- 
ing Kansas City, they profess to 
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believe that the Roosevelt plurality | 
there will not exceed 25,000, if it)

At that meeting, the 
American republics took effective 
action for the maintenance of in- 
ter-American peace, agreed upon 
non-intervention, and adopted an 
economic program of common 
benefit based on the rule of equal 
treatment. During the years which 
immediately followed, the United 
States gave tangible proofs of its 
determination to act in accordance 
with the newly created system of 
inter-American relations. 


Reciprocal Trade Plan 
a New Economic Policy. 

At the same time we inaugurated 
a new policy in the sphere of eco- 
nomic relations. In the summer of 
1934, this country adopted the recip- 
rocal trade agreements program, 
designed to restore and expand in- 
ternational. commerce through the 
reduction of unreasonable trade 
barriers and the general re-estab- 
lishment of the rule of equality of 
commercial treatment. This pro- 
gram proved to be the greatest con- 
structive effort in a world racing 
toward economic destruction. 

In the meantime, other phases of 
international relations were under- 
going further and rapid deteriora- 
tion. Efforts to achieve interna- 
tional security through the reduc- 
tion and limitation of armaments 
were unsuccessful. The long and 
weary conferences at Geneva dur- 
ing which plan after plan failed of 
adoption showed that the world 
was not ready to grasp an opportu- 
nity for action which, had it been 
taken, might have prevented subse- 
quent disasters. This and the notice 
given by Japan in December, 1934, 
of her intention to terminate the 
Washington treaty for the limita- 
tion of naval armaments opened 
the way for a new armament race. 

At this juncture, Italy announced 

her intention to secure control over 
Ethiopia—by force of arms, if nec- 
essary. While there was still a 
possibility for an amicable settle- 
ment of the difficulties between 
Italy and Ethiopia, the attitude of 
the Government of the United 
States was made clear on Sept. 13, 
1935, in a statement which read in 
part as follows: 
“Under the conditions which pre- 
vail in the world today, a threat of 
hostilities anywhere cannot but be 
a threat to the interests—political, 
economic, legal and social—of all 
nations. Armeu conflict in any part 
of the world cannot but have un- 
desirable and adverse effects in ev- 
ery part of the world. All nations 
have the right to ask that any and 
all issues between whatsoever na- 
tions be resolved by pacific means. 
Every nation has the right to ask 
that no nations subject it and other 
nations to the hazards and uncer- 
tainties that must inevitably accrue 
to all from resort to arms by any 
two.” 


The Neutrality Act and 
Arms Embargo Repeal. 


During the summer of 1935 under 
the influence of these rapidly un- 
folding developments threatening 
the peace of the world the Congress 
enacted a statute, known as the 
Neutrality Act of 1935.

war. Unfortunately, it contained 
as its principal feature the provi- 
sion for a rigid embargo on export 
of arms to belligerents. This pro- 
vision was adopted under the in- 
fluence of a fallacious concept tem-

It was clear then, and has become 

even clearer since, that a rigid em- 
bargo on export of arms might 
have an effect the opposite of that 
which was intended. On the occa- 
sion of the signing of the act, the 
President poirted out that “history 
is filled with unforeseeable situa- 
tions” and that conditions might 
arise in which the wholly inflexible 
provision for an arms embargo 
“might drag us into war instead of 
keeping us out.” I myself repeated- 
ly pointed out that in addition to 
the unforeseeable consequences of 
the provision itself reliance upon 
that concept might mean the clos- 
ing of our eyes to manifold dan- 
gers in other directions and from 
other sources. 
By 1938, there was no longer any 
doubt that the existence of the 
arms embargo provision was def- 
initely having the effect of making 
widespread war more likely. Ac- 
cordingly, early in 1939 the exec- 
utive branch of the Government ur- 
gently recommended to Congress 
the repeal of that provision. That 
was finally accomplished, after the 
outbreak of war in Europe, at a 
special session of Congress, called 
by the President for that specific 
purpose. 


First German Challenge 
to World Order Under Law. 


The Italo-Ethiopian war and its 
attendant circumstances left, in an 
already shaken Europe, a new con- 
dition of intense bitterness and un- 
settlement. Into that situation, 
Germany, after three years of in- 
tensive military preparation, flung, 
early in 1936, her first serious chal- 
lenge to world order under law. 
The German Government tore up 
the treaty of Locarno, into which 
Germany had freely and voluntarily 
entered, and proceeded to fortify 
the Rhineland in violation of the 
express provisions of that treaty.

Washington Proposal 


for Hemisphere Defense. 


In view of the imminence of an 
impending world crisis, we pro- 
posed to our sister republics of the 
Americas, in January, 1936, an 
extraordinary conference to con- 
sider the best means of safeguard- 
ing the peace of this hemisphere. 
At this Inter-American Conference 
for the Maintenance of Peace, con- 
voked at Buenos Aires, the 21 
American republics, building on 
the foundations laid down at Monte- 
video, adopted for the first time 
the great principle that a threat 
from without the continent to the 
peace of any of them should be 
regarded by the American republics 
as a threat to each and every one 
of them. They established in con- 
tractual form the obligation to 
consult together whenever the 
peace of the Americas is menaced 
rg from within or from with- 
out. 


During the year 1937, while the 


cauldron of European politics 
seethed dangerously, the focus of! 
world events again shifted to the 
Far East. In the summer of that 
year Japan struck a further and 
more extensive blow at China. This 
new threat to the peace of the 
world rendered appropriate a re- 
statement of the fundamental] aims 
and principles of the foreign policy 
of the United States. In a state- 
ment issued on July 16, 1937, I set 
forth those principles. We urged 
upon al] nations the acceptance 
and observance of those principles. 
We repeatedly offered to be of as- 
sistance toward composing the Chi- 
nese-Japanese conflict in accord- 
ance with those principles. We 
participated—and Japan refused to 
participate—in the Brussels confer- 
ence of the signatories to the 
Nine-Power Pact, convoked for the 
purpose of bringing about a peace- 
ful solution of that conflict. 

During the year 1938 the focus 
of events returned to Europe. In 
March of that year, the armed 
forces of Germany passed beyond 
that country’s borders, and the 
annexation of Austria marked the 
first forcible alteration of the fron- 
tiers established in Europe by the 
treaties of peace. This was fol- 
lowed within a few months, by an 
intense crisis, culminating in the 
Munich conference and the first 
dismemberment of Czecho-Slovakia. 
The darkening shadows of an ap- 
proaching war deepened over the 
fields and homes of the European 
continent. 


“Brutal Invasion” of 
Independent Nations. 


It is not necessary for me to 
dwell in detail on the kaleidoscopic 
events of the anguished year that 
preceded the outbreak of the Eu- 
ropean war, nor of the 14 months 
we have since lived through. All 
of us recall the feverish activity in 
Europe which became a prelude to 
war and our repeated attempts to 
influence the contending nations to 
adjust their differences by pacific 
means on the basis of justice, 
equality and fair dealing, without 
recourse to force or threat of 
force. The tragic and the heroic 
development of the war months 
and the brutal invasion and ruth- 
less extinguishment of the indepen- 
dence and freedom of manyl coun- 
tries are too vivid in the minds of 
all of us to need recapitulation. 

The appalling tragedy of the 
present world situation lies in the 
fact that peacefully disposed na- 
tions failed to recognize in time the 
true nature of the aims and ambi- 
tions which have actuated the rul- 
ers of the heavily arming nations.

Defense Consultations 
and Aid to the Attacked. 


We have concluded an arrange- 
ment with Great Britain under 
which we have acquired long-time 
leases of eight strategically locat- 
ed naval and air bases which will 
enable us to create a protective 
girdle of steel along the Atlantic 
seaboard of the American conti- 


nent—bases, which will be avail- 
able for use by all of the Ameri- 
can republics. We are engaged in 
defense consultations with our 


jneighbors to the south, and we 
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sultations with Canada. In all 
iIthese fields, we intend to continue 
vigorous effort. 

We have sought in every appro- 
priate way to discourage conquest 
and to limit the area of war. We 
have followed consistently the pol- 
icy of refusing recognition of ter- 
ritorial changes effected by force 
or threat of force. We have taken 
every opportunity to express our 
concern over threatened changes by 
force in the existing political 
status of colonial possessions, dis- 
turbance of which would extend 
the area of hostilities. We have 
placed under license the funds of 
invaded countries. In these fre- 
spects, too, we intend to continue 
our activities. 


We believe that the safety and 
the primary interests of the Unit- 
ed States must be upheld with firm- 
ness and resolution—supported by 
the speediest and fullest possible 
armament for all defensive pur- 
poses. In view of the unprecedent- 
ed character of menacing develop- 
ments abroad, we have frankly rec- 
ognized the danger involved and 
the increasing need for defense 
against it. As an important means 
of strengthening our own defense 
and of preventing attack on any 
part of the Western Hemisphere, 
this country is affording all feas- 
ible facilities for the obtaining of 
supplies by nations which, while 
defending themselves against bar- 
baric attack, are checking the 
spread of violence and are thug re- 
ducing the danger to us. We intend 
to continue doing this to the great- 
est practicable extent. Any con- 
tention, no matter from what 
source, that this country should not 
take such action is equivalent, in 
the present circumstances, to a de- 
nying of the inalienable right of 
self-defense. 


“‘We Must Be Strong”’ to 
Have Security and Peace. 


In our democracy the basic de- 
termination of foreign policy rests 
with the people. As I sense the 
will of our people today, this na- 
tion is determined that its security 
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land rightful interests shall be safe- 
guarded. 

The dangers with which we are 
confronted are not of our making. 
We cannot know at what point, or 
when, we may possibly be at- 
tacked. We can, however, be pre- 
pared, first, to discourage | any 
thought of assault upon our secur- 
ity and,, if any such assault should 
be attempted, to repel it. 

The people of this country want 
peace. To have peace, we must 
have security. To have security, 
we must be strong. These are 
times that test the fiber of men 
and of nations. 


Our system of defense must, of 
necessity, be many-sided, because 
the dangers against which safe- 
guards are imperatively required 
are manifold. Essential to effec- 
tive national defense are constant 
and skillful use of political and 
economic measures, possession of 
military weapons and continuous 
exercise of wisdom and of high 
moral qualities. We must have 
planes and tanks and ships and 
guns. We must have trained men. 
We must hold to the ideal of a 
world in which the rights of all 
nations are respected and each re- 
spects the rights of all; in which 
principles of law and order and 
justice and fair dealing prevail. 
Above all, we must be a united peo- 
ple—united in purpose and in ef- 
fort to create impregnable defense. 

Thus can we maintain our in- 
heritance. Thus will we continue 
to make this country’s high con- 
tribution toward the. progress of 
mankind on the roadway of civil- 
ized effort. 


LOOK AT MESS WE RE 
IN, SAYS AL OMIT 


‘Walk’ in 1936 Was ‘Four 
Years Ahead of Parade’ 
He Tells Chicagoans. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26 (AP).—Alfred 
E. Smith declared tonight that 
when he took his famous “walk” in 
1936 he was “about your years 
ahead of the parade.” 

“My advice was ignored: then,” he 
added, “and look at the mess we're 
in today.” 

The former New York Governor 
spoke in the Civic Opera House in 
his second speech in behalf of Re- 
publican presidential nominee Wen- 
dell L. Willkie. The talk, spon- 
sored by the “No Third Term 
Democrats of Illinois, ” was broad- 
cast. 

“Four years ago I stood upon 
this platform and at that time I 
had all of the New Deal I could 
take,” Smith said. 

The auditorium, seating 4600 
persons, was filled to capacity an 
hour and a half before the 1928 
Democratic Standard bearer started 
to speak. Loud speakers carried 
the talk to an overflow crowd out- 
side. 

Earlier Smith told newspaper 
men that the third term was “the 
principal issue of the campaign,” 
and added that “there is a general 
feeling the administration is 
heading toward war.” 

He sized up Willkie’s chances for 
victory with this observation: 

“You must remember that every- 
body is four years older than they 
were in 1936 and consequently four 
years wiser. That’s why Willkie 
will win.”

I want to talk 
simply. 

ee’ ave heard a great many 
argumerts in this campaign, from 
both sides. Some of those argu- 
ments are’. technical. Sometimes 
they involve @ knowledge of eco- 
nomics, or of industrial technology, 
or of military science. 

Other arguments—and I am 
thinking chiefly of the arguments 
put forth by the boss of the Bronx 
and sanctioned by their beneficiary 
—aren’t so technical. Those argu- 
mer.ts are—muddy, 

I come to you tonight from many 
weeks spent among the American 
people, and I want to tell you what 
they have taught me. They have 
taught me that the fundamental 
issues of this campaign are the sim- 
ple, homely issues of American de- 
mocracy, 

I have predicted, and I predict 
again tonight, that if the present 
administration is restored to pow- 
er for a third time, our democratic 
system will not outlast another four 
years. Against this prediction the 
third-term candidate has offered no

The reason I make this predic- 
tion is because the real issues of 
this campaign are issues that the 
third-term candidate cannot meet, 
cannot answer, and does not face.

“American People Wish ° 


to Be United Once More.” 


I will tell you of one hope which 
is deep in the heart of every Amer- 
ican. And that is the hope of unity. 

The American people wish to be 


united once more. 

Tonight I shall tell you why this 
is so necessary, and how I believe 
it can. be done, 

It is superficial to believe that 
the democracies of Europe—France, 
Holland, Belgium, Norway, and the 
others—collapsed merely because 
they were overwhelmed by a supe- 
rior military force. They collapsed 
essentially because they had  be- 
come divided within, 

That is why I have said so often 
that the proper course for us to 
have followed in foreign policy dur-

vided within herself into discord- 
ant, antagonist groups. Her rich 
men fought with her poor men, 
Labor rose up against capital. The 
Government took the side, first of 
one, then of the other. The whole 
nation was riddled with politics; 
nothing could be accomplished. 
Then many of her people em- 
braced Communism. In 1987, 
when her very life depended upon 
the production of airplanes, 
France could produce only 50 mili- 
tary planes per month. 

This unrest and dissension in 
France had its origin in the World 
War and in the world-wide depres- 
sion of 1929. 

We in America were dislocated 
by the World War, and shaken by 
the depression. We, too, inher- 
ited from that depression conflicts 
and discords such as the Amer- 
ican people had rarely experi- 
enced before. That discord arose 
from the collapse of our industrial 
system. 

Let us look at this problem—not 
with the starry eyes of theorists, 
but with the eyes of American cit- 
izens, who had been accustomed 
to making and building things. 


“The Self-Generating 
Magic of Creation.” , 


When our nation is growing, 
when our opportunities are many 
and varied, when there is a de- 
mand for work and for capital, 
then there is a_ self-generating 
magic of creation among us all. 

Then each man’s interest furthers 
each other’s interest; the profit of 
each makes the profit of all and 
opens up new opportunities for 
profit to other men. Each job 
makes more jobs, 

For instance, I have in mind a 
particular company that hag devel- 
oped a new kind of glass. This 
glass can be used in the automo- 
bile industry. If certain technica] 
problems are solved this company 
will make the glass and make a 
profit. 

Suppose that this happens. Then 
men are employed to. build a large 
factory. When the factory is built, 
men are employed to run it. Peo- 
ple buy this product for their cars. 
The company that built the plant 
has earned a profit. 

Now who loses from that process? 
Who is the loser? Why, no one is 
the loser. Everybody gains. 

Of course, if the owner of the 
factory tries to take too big a prof- 
it, that would slow down the proc- 
ess. His market would fail, and his 
profit vanish. 

But here is a secret of industry 
—a secret that the New Deal has\ 
never known. If the owner of that 
factory is confident of the future, 
if he is reasonably certain that he 


| can make a reasonable profit next 


year, and the next, and the next, 
he 1s more apt to be satisfied with 
a low profit. 

It is inevitable that when the 
owner is uncertain of the future 
and does not know what will hap- 
pen next year, what new taxes 


| there will be, or what new restric- 
tions, he decides to take all he can 


while the taking is good. 

Here is the point I want to make. 
When business is expanding that 
way, every man’s efforts help every 
other man. Even the profit that 
the owner makes, if reasonable, 
helps other people because, if busi- | 
ness is expanding, that profit is at 
once reinvested in another enter-' 
prise that makes new jobs. 

But look at what happens when'| 
this process stops. Then everything | 
is reversed. : 

Suppose that some kind of re- 
striction is placed on the inventor 
or factory builder to make it im- 
possible or risky for him to go 
ahead with his product. Then his 
money lies idle in the bank and no 
jobs are created. We are now short 
of jobs with billions idle in the 
banks. 


“Man Turns Against Man 
When Opportunity Wanes.” 


When there is a ceiling on indus- 
trial growth, when opportunity is 
restricted and jobs become few, 
then each man’s self-interest be- 
gins to work against that of the 
other man. Differences are mag- 
nified. Jealousies are born. An- 
tagonistic groups are formed. La- 
bor, trying to protect itself, looks 
at capital with suspicion and dis- 
trust. Capital, trying to protect 
itself, is unwilling to grant labor’s 
most reasonable demands. The so- 
ciety begins to break up into hos- 
tile factions. Then self-seeking 
politicians, avid of power, fan these 
dissensions into hatreds. Then, in 
order to furnish scapegoats, racial 
and religious groups are’ blamed. 
If you want the proof, look about 
you, 

These are not imaginary conse- 
quences of continued depression. 
They are written on the record 
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of every nation of modern times. 
Depression, high taxes, inflation, 
and fear create antagonisms of 


hundreds more, 
American people that they must 


ing lives, and from the fullness of 
their own lives. 

Labor and the employers have 
been at strife. In the seven years 
before the New Deal, there wetfe 
an average of 796 strikes a year. 
In the seven years of the New 
Deal, there were 2552 strikes each 
year. That is an increase of over 
200 per cent. 

Everywhere in this land groups 
have formed to promote their own 
interests—at the expense, if neces- 
sary, of any other group. Even our 
states, which created our national 
government to promote free trade 
among themselves, are today erect- 
ing barriers that amount to tariffs 
against other states. Over half of 
them have restrictions against out- 
of-state merchants, producers, 
trucks and commerce. 

Surely he is blind who has not 
observed in recent years the for- 
mation of groups with special hat- 
reds—racial, religious and political 
hatreds. 

Here is the issue between the 
New Deal and the cause that I rep- 
resent. 


“New Deal Out to Play 


Group Against Group.” 

The New Deal undertakes to gov- 
ern America by playing off each of 
these groups against the other. It 
has encouraged labor to fight cap- 
ital and encouraged capital to at- 
tack labor. It has even encouraged 
labor to fight labor. 

It has created the farm problem 
as a separate problem, as if the 
farmers were off somewhere on 
an island by themselves. 

It has kept in Washington, on 
our payroll, men who do not be- 
lieve in our form of government 
—Communists and near-Com- 
munists and neo-Communists and 
pseudo-Communists, and their 
dupes. 

It has divided our youth from 
us by preaching the doctrine that 
America can no longer grow, 

The political doctrine of the New 
Deal is an old doctrine—the doc- 
trine of divide and rule. 

Our doctrine is the doctrine of 
unite and serve. 

I have stood on hundreds of plat- 
forms in this country. Elected or 
not elected, I expect to stand on 
preaching to the

modern world. 


Without any regard to myself 
personally, but because of the cru- 
sade I lead, I stand before you 
tonight as the only candidate for

We will pick men who know in- 
dustry, and know finance, and men 
who are familiar with our political 
problems.

All these men will have differ- 
ent specialties and different inter- 
ests. But they will have one com- 
mon goal They will marshal all 
their knowledge and skill and en- 
ergy and all their devotion to help 
get America back into production. 

Our administration will be faced 
with the task of building our neg- 
lected national defense. If we are 
to be safe, that program must pro- 
ceed much faster than it is going 
now. We shall centralize authority 
and responsibility for this program 
so long—and only so long—as this 
defense emergency lasts. 

Many able men who understand 
production are now serving the 
cause of defense in Washington.

“‘There Lies Ahead 
of Us a Greater Age.” 


Believe me, America is at the 
crossroads. 

The adminuistration in power 
does not understand the issues—or 
if it understands them, it evades 
them. Not once, not once in this 
entire campaign has it acknowl- 
edged the great problems that now 
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race and creed and class. The 
most fearful example of all is that 
of Germany, that resulted finally 
in the enslavement of labor and 
the mass murders of innocent citi- 
zens. 


We may thank God we are a 
brave and a tolerant people. We 
have resisted, at least, till now, 
the terrible effects of continuing, 
our own depression. 

Under the New Deal, we have! 
set aside a whole group of citizens. 
whom we call the unemployed. We 
have shut them out from our work- | 
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confront America. 


Not once has it told the Ameri- 
can people how it can preserve 
their liberty while going deeper 
and deeper into debt. 

Not once has it explained how we 
can meet the requirements of the 
defense program while we are 
bickering among ourselves, each 
jealous of the other’s share of what 


little prosperity there is. 


Not once has it inspired us with 
that old, but renewed, faith which 


we must have if we are to keep 


democracy when almost all the 
world has lost it. ‘ 

Believe me, that faith is in our 
hearts. We believe in our America. 
We are crying out to put that faith 
into action. 

If we can keep our liberty today 
there lies ahead of us a greater 
age. There lies ahead a world of 
which, in our discouragement and 
doubt, we have not tried to dream. 
To reach that world we must be 
strong. To have that stre we 
must be joined together. To this 
cause I call you. No cause that 
you will ever know can be as great 
as this.

“The 
people of this country want peace,” 
Hull reasoned, “and to have peace 
we must have security. To have se- 
curity, we must be strong.” 

Only during the Revolution, Hull 
said in beginning his address, have 
the people of America ever con- 
fronted a danger equal to that of 
the present. It arose, he declared, 
from the plans and acts of a small 
group of rulers, who succeeded in 

“ansforming their peoples into in- 
struments for widespread domina- 
tion. 

Reviews “Tragic Lessons.” 

“We must see clearly,” he ex- 
claimed, “the tragic lessons taught 
by what has occurred since the 
protagonists of conquest began 
their march across the earth. I 
ask you to review with me the 
whirlwind developments of one of 
the saddest and most crucial dec- 
ades in the history of mankind.” 

It began, he related, with the 
Japanese occupation of Manchuria 
in 1931, which he described as the 
starting point “of an epidemic of 


callous disregard of internal com- 
mitments probably unparalleled in 
The foreign 


rected its efforts to five objectives, 
he explained, and listed them as fol- 
lows: 

Peace and security for the 
United States, with advocacy of 


Support for law, order, justice, 
and the principle of 
non-intervention. 

Restoration and cultivation of 
sound economic methods and re- 
lations. 

Development of the maximum 
measure of international co-op- 
eration. 

Promotion of the security, soli- 
darity and general welfare of the 
Western Hemisphere. 


Montevideo Conference. 

A solid foundation for the fifth 
objective, said Hull, was laid at the 
seventh international conference of 
American States at Montevideo in 
December, 1933. In the summer of 
1934 the State Department inaugu- 
rated a new policy, that of recipro- 
cal trade agreements, in the sphere 


of economic relations. Italy’s attack 
on Ethiopia, he continued, gave) 
rise to the Neutrality Act of 1935, 
the purpose of which was to reduce 
the risks of the nation becoming 
involved in war. 

“Unfortunately,” Hull asserted in 
@ passage which held close atten- 
tion, “the act contained as its prin- 
cipal feature a provision for a rigid 
embargo on export of arms to bel- 
ligerents. This was adopted under 
the influence of a fallacious con- 
cept temporarily accepted by a 
large number of people that this 
country’s entrance into the World 
War had been brought about by 
the sale of arms to belligerents and 


the machinations of so-called ‘inter-' 


national bankers.’” 

Hull recalled that the President 
and he years ago foresaw a sec- 
ond plunge of the world into dis- 
aster as a consequence of “the mad 
armament race” of the early ‘thir- 
ties. He outlined briefly the suc- 
cessive steps of conquest undertak- 
en by Italy, Japan and Nazi Ger- 
many, and “the tragic and heroic 
developments of the war months,” 
accompanied by the “brutal inva- 
sion and ruthless extinguishment of 
the independence and freedom of 
many countries.”

tions, according to Hull, the dicta- 
tors and their satellites have 
poured vituperation and abuse on 
all who warned against clearly 
emerging dangers and sought to 
brand them as “warmongers” and 
“imperialists.” He found it to be 
“an appalling tragedy” that peace- 
ful nations failed to recognize in 
time the true aims and ambitions 
of the autocrats, and “permitted 
themselves to be lulled into a false 
sense of security by the assurances 
made by these rulers that their 
aims were limited. This continued 
even as succeeding events left less 
and jess room for doubt that, be- 
hind the screen of these assurances, 
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women and children; deceit, frand 
and guile; forced labor, confisca- 
tion of property, imposed starva- 
tion and deprivations of every sort 
all these are Weapons constantly 
used by the conquerors for the in-

Hull was heard without inter- 
ruption throughout, and at the end 
received a prolonged and remark- 
able ovation, with the audience on 
its feet.

ADMITS HE URGED 


) UNION ELECTRIC TO 


HRE ‘REPORTER 


E. H. Lewis, County Man- 
ager for Firm, Testifies 
He Had Idea of Planting 
Man in St. Charles. 


E. H. Lewis, St. Louis County 
manager of the Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri, testified at a deposi- 
tion hearing in St. Charles yester- 
day that it was he who urged that 
the Union Electric Co. plant a paid 
propagandist on the St. Charles 
Cosmos-Monitor to write stories 
against municipal ownership of 
utilities. 

The hired writer was Leslie B. 
Harrisoh, who has already testified 
that he received $20 a week and 
later $30 for his work on the paper 
in 1936 and 1937. 

‘Lewis is also a vice-president of 
the St. Louis County Gas Co., a 
subsidiary of Union Electric. His 
deposition was taken in the suit 
of Prosecuting Attorney David A. 
Dyer to oust the company from St. 
Charles County for violation of the 
Missouri Corrupt Practices Act. 

Lewis said in 1936, during a con- 
versation with William Waye, Un- 
fon Electric’s attorney in 8&t. 
Charles, he asked Waye why the 
Cosmos-Monitor was not more “suc- 
cessful” in view of its opposition 
to municipal ownership of utilities. 
Waye replied that the paper did 
not have an editorial staff large 
enough to handle a large number 
of articles on the subject, Lewis 
related, and Lewis suggested that 
aid be given. “We talked about 
hiring someone, but didn’t pick 
Harrison then.” ’ 

Harrison, he added, was later 
suggested by William Holland, ad- 
vertising department officer of 
the Union Electric Co. 

Lewis said he instructed Waye 
to bill Union Electric Co. for Harri- 
son’s services. “I didn’t follow 
Harrison’s work very closely,” he 
related. “I left those details up 
to Waye, who was in closer touch 
with the entire situation.” 

After the St. Charles municipal 
election of 1937, he said, Waye told 
him the company owed him $1000 
for money he had spent in the 
company’s behalf. 

“He didn’t tell me what he had 
used the money for,” Lewis said. 
“I got the money from Frank 
Boehm, my superior officer, who 
instructed me to reimburse Waye 
in cash, which I did.” 

Frank J. Boehm, former execu- 
tive vice-president of Union Elec- 
tric Co., is under five-year sentence 
for perjury in connection with the 
SEC’s investigation of Union Elec- 
tric affairs.

Armageddon’s hour was brief. The Jeffersonian 
renaissance, under Woodrow Wilson, inaugurated in 
a blaze of “the New Freedom,” faded out in the 
agonies of a World War, and Warren Harding led the 
victorious retreat “back to normalcy.” 

But normalcy—meaning the good old days—was 
_gone forever. The Harding-Coolidge-Hoover inter- 
-regnum ran the economic gamut from golden apogee 
to black, funereal nadir. And then came the second 
Roosevelt, Franklin D. 

They say that F. D. R. is the best-hated and the 
best-loved President in the whole magisterial line. 
The same was said of Woodrow Wilson, of Theodore 
Roosevelt, of Grover Cleveland, and yellowing news- 
paper files have preserved the execration and de- 
votion that were Lincoln’s. It is the strong man’s 
contemporary fate to be guperlatively acclaimed and 
fiercely damned. 

Let’s turn the clock back to 1932. May we venture 
that the finest speech of that campaign was de- 
livered by California’s Republican Senator, Hiram 
Johnson, who bolted Hoover to support F. D. R.? 
His impassioned effort reached its climax in the once 
familiar poem: “Thy people, Lord, thy people, are 
good enough for me.” 

Franklin Roosevelt has invited, and has received, a 
lot of blistering malediction, but the people—whether 
the Lord’s or not we don’t presume to say—are pretty 
largely for him. 

To the worker in the factory, the wage-hour law 
isn't merely a statute. It is for him, literally, a new 
deal. It has opened up for him what is currently 
described as “the American way of life.” The girl 
who operates an elevator might not be moved much 
by the expression “social security,” but she is now 
investing a fixed sum to provide for her old age, 
and so is her employer, and the Government is stand-

Labor in the abstract is the heritage of us all—each 
of us, at least, who is worth his salt—but labor as a 
category is the sweat and grime and overalls of man- 
ual toil. The author of the National Labor Relations 
Act, Senator Wagner of New York, is no theoretical 
champion of the underdog. An immigrant son of im- 
migrant parents, he early learned the value, not of a 
dollar, but of a fistful of pennies. By the right of 
collective bargaining, which the Wagner law has es- 
‘tablished, labor conducts negotiations with its eco- 
nomic associate, capital, on terms of substantial 
equality. 

Labor remembers how Roosevelt signed the Dill 
with gusty satisfaction, and organized labor is grate- 
ful, from artisan to leader—always excepting John 
L. Lewis—and says 80. 

Important voices may deneunce Government com- 
petition with private enterprise, but the evil practices 
and insatiable avarice of private enterprise, under the 
villainous aegis of the holding company, are the 
basic explanation. Insull, the magnifico, was the 
unwitting prophet of TVA and Grand Coulee Dam and 
other hydro-electric projects which are proclaiming 
an electrified rural America and deserts transmuted 
into green meadows. 

The jobless millions on relief are a reproach 
to an industrial system which heard and failed to 
heed the warning of the late Senator Couzens: “If 
business does not put its house in order, the Gov- 
ernment must and will.” 

So, curse “that man” in bristling flights, and berate 
his philosophy as a blundering patchwork of fads and 
nostrums, and predict the inflationary crash of 
the topless tower of the national debt.

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AS TO BLOC VOTING. 

Some of the political workers, in estimating elec- 
tion prospects, still talk about the German vote, the 
Italian vote, the Jewish vote, the Catholic vote, and 
so on. In our opinion, they thereby deal in a po- 
litical fallacy. Racial and religious bloc voting is 
the rare exception rather than the rule in American 
politics. 

The melting pot has done its work. Large-scale 
immigration has long since ceased and concern for 
America is uppermost in the minds of the vast ma- 
jority of our citizens, rather than for the countries 
of their near or remote ancestors. Economic con- 
siderations have far more influence on the vote than 
these other things, but even among them, plenty of 
exceptions exist. There are bankers who support 
Roosevelt, and there are Willkie adherents in the 
ranks of labor. 

It may be, as Turner Catledge of the New York 
Times wrote recently, that there is a strong drift 
toward Willkie in Missouri, but we think the method 
by which he arrives at this analysis is unsound. He 
points to the “shut-mouthed attitude of a large num- 
ber of German-American voters,” hitherto counted 
as Roosevelt supporters; to the more vocal reaction 
against the Roosevelt administration among Italian 
voters of St. Louis; to the dismay of the Democratic 
leaders that they cannot count on the St. Louis Jew- 
ish vote as a whole; to the fact that “a large number 
of leading Jewish merchants who made sizable con- 
tributions (to the Roosevelt campaign) in 1936 
were not only unapproachable this year, but actually 
were contributing to the Willkie forces,” and to a 
stirring among Catholics, “which is operating in the 
main against the New Deal.” 

If there is a Missouri drift toward Willkie, we pre- 
fer to think it is because voters are making up 
their minds as individual Americans, and not as 
part of racial and religious groups. 
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WHY SOME FOLKS LIKE WILLKIE AND SOME

R. WILLKIE in a speech at Providence 
M ccciared, “IT am not a last-minute con- 

vert.” He was discussing the social and 
industrial reforms of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration with special reference to the hour 
and wage law. He had also referred to his 
own early efforts as a wage earner and his 
first service as a lawyer, which, with his 
father, was to a labor union. 
Mr. Willkie’s beginnings are to his credit 
and to his obvious strength and advantage 
in the present campaign, as they will also 
be to him as President, if he is elected. The 
assertion that he is not a “last-minute con- 
vert” might be considered open to debate 
in connection with some of the policies of 
the Roosevélt administration to which he 
now subscribes. But without challenging 
the sincerity of his indorsement of th6se 
policies, the question is pertinent as to how 
large a proportion of his following, instead 
of being even “last-minute converts,” are 
not converts at all.

There is no question, for example, that 
some of those who are most eagerly sup- 
porting Mr. Willkie today would not only 
completely change the personnel of the Na- 
tional Labor Board, if they had the power, 
but would sweep the National Labor Re- 
lations Act completely out of existence. Con- 
sequently, one of the considerations, al- 
though Mr. Willkie himself has subscribed 
to the National Labor Relations Act, is 
how much power or how much influence 
such supporters will have in case he is in- 
stalled in the White House. 

During the Philadelphia convention, and 
while Mr. Willkie’s nomination was sstill 
doubtful, a veteran Washington correspond- 
ent, whose leanings are with the Republican 
party, made the comment that if Mr. Will- 
kie were nominated and elected, certain ele- 
ments back of him would descend upon 
Washington in the belief that they owned 
the Government in pretty much the same 
way that “the Ohio gang” descended upon 
Washington after the election of Harding. 
With the degree of apprehension implicit 
in that comment, the Republican did not 
and does not agree. It does not assume the 
role of a prophet, but it is glad to give Mr. 
Willkie credit, not only for sincerity in 
his present references to the National Labor 
Act, but with strength of character suffi- 
cient to resist its repeal if he should be 
elected. Yet there remains the question how 
effective, short of their full goal, such in- 
fluences as have been described might prove.

this newspaper stated that it did so after 
weighing the candidates and “what they rep- 
resent—not necessarily what they say they 
represent.” That applied to Mr. Roosevelt 
as well as to Mr. Willkie. It did not imply 
insincerity on the part of either. Any can- 
didate and any President is inevitably in- 
fluenced by, and in some degree the prod- 
uct of, both the forces supporting him and 
the forces opposing him. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in that sense, is not merely 
the representative of his own liberal sym- 
pathies, nor is he the product only of the 
liberal forces behind him. In some degree 
he is the product of the conservative forces 
opposed to him. To the latter he has at 
times, as the doctors would say, “over-re- 
acted” in human, but not always wise, pro- 
test against attack. 

Rudyard Kipling many years ago ex- 
pressed the ideal which any President should 
hold before himself in the thought that all 
men should count with him, “but none too 
much.” The extreme and tragic example 
of men who counted “too much” is that of 
the men with whom Harding surrounded 
himself, although no reference to Harding 
could be entirely just without adding that 
there were evidences he had discovered that 
they counted “too much” before he died. 


There are more ways of killing a law 
than by repealing it. No President, with all 
the appointments that he must make, can 
personally weigh the qualifications of each 
appointee as he would like to. In some cases 
the administration of the laws, which are 
the expression of the reform movement un- 
der the Roosevelt administration, has prob- 
ably been intrusted to men or women who 
have considered themselves too largely in 
the light of punitive agents rather than as 
semi-judicial administrators. The result in 
such cases has been some measure of in- 
justice and has given the forces of reaction 
more of a case than necessary. 

But if ill-judged zeal can be a foe to per- 
manent progress on the road to reform, it 
is also true that reform can be stopped dead 
in its tracks if those who are appointed to 
administer it are men who do not believe 
in it. The danger which Mr. Willkie would 
be under, accepting his protest that he is 
not a “last-minute convert,” would be that 
those of his supporters who are not con- 
verts at all would be constantly attempting 
to place in key positions men more nearly 
corresponding to their opinions than to his 
Against that, Mr. Willkie, if he should be 
elected, would have to be on his guard.

HE literature of interventionism com 

tinues prolific. Its latest addition brings 
the voice of Theodore Roosevelt from the 
grave to swell the chorus, and is skillfully 
timed for the late President's eighty-second 
birthday anniversary, today. The book’ 
title, “The Bugle That Woke America” (John 
Day Co., New York), refers to T. R.'s stre> 
uous campaign for this country’s rearma 
ment and participation from 1914 on. The 
writer is Hermann Hagedorn, who has writ 
ten a half-dozen or so previous books about 
Roosevelt. 

Col. Roosevelt did play a notable role it 
bringing about preparedness and stimulating 
patriotism in this country after the firm 
World War began. So far as the book is 
designed to show a present parallel in the 
need for such stimulus, it is useful and time 
ly.

Puerto Rico is within striking 
distance of the United States and, 
in the hands of an enemy, could be 
used to smite coastwise commerce 
and the canal. The lesser Antilles, 
Trinidad, Jamaica, all of these are 
strategic points which stand about 
the entrance to the canal. 

In the hands of an enemy they 
would be a constant menace, just 
as would the Galapagos Islands in 
the Pacific, any of the spots along 
the Central American coast or the 
mainland of South America.

CHICAGO, Oct. 26 (AP).—Secre-

He told the navy council of IIli-

Speaking of strategy, Knox said 


the best defense is that in which 
“the enemy force is sought out and 
destroyed.” 

“The fleet that we are now build- 
ing is designed for 
America by keeping attack from 
our own shores and carrying it to 


the shores of the enemy. That is 


the American way.” 
Safety in Control of Seas. 


Relating that the only approach 


to this nation is by ocean, he said: 


“Airplanes, in sufficient number 


to constitute a real threat to us, 
must be conveyed hither on the

sea lanes. If we can dominate and 
control the sea approaches — east 
and west—we can be safe.” 


Knox asserted that England’s 


control of the seas “saved her from

The first advertisement of the 
committee, a page in the New York 
Times of Oct. 3, brought back in 
emall amounts enough to pay the 
cost of the space. Though the 
White Committee was not named, 
the advertisement served to inform 
the public that an active competi- 
tor of that organization had taken 
the field. 
In contrast with the staff of 
about 40 which the White Commit- 
tee has had to build up at New 
York headquarters to take care of 
its extensive operations, the young- 
er organization is getting along 
with seven persons in its Board of 
Trade offices. The stenographers 
and clerks in this number are lent 
by Gen. Wood and paid by him 
personally. Except for a profes- 
siona] advertising man, Stalham L. 
Williams Jr., formerly with Lord & 
Thomas, there are no paid offl- 
cials, Young Stuart is postponing 
his senior studies in the Yale Law 
School for a year to act as director 
for the committee. 
“We are still a pygmy in com- 
parison with the older White Com- 
mittee,” said Gen. Wood, “but we 
expect to grow. Names will be 
added to the central committee 
from time to time. We _ have 
received hundreds upon hundreds 
of letters from persons volunteer- 
ing for work, and many of these 
suggest the formation of local chap- 
ters. Such chapters will be set up 
as fast as practicable.” 

Volunteers Checked Up. 

The organization work of the 
committee might have gone ahead 
faster except for the care which it 
is taking, for obvious reasons, to 
prevent its misuse by persons of 
Communist or Fascist sympathies. 
Volunteers desiring to form local 
groups will be authorized to pro- 
ceed, the leaders state, only when 
the committee has assurance that 
the proposed activity has no Com- 
munist or Fascist taint but is fully 
in accord with the committee’s pro- 
gram. Statements by Gen. Wood 
and the committee’s advertisements 
have been careful to point out that 
it has no place either for Com- 
munists or for “Nazis and members 
of the Bund, who put the interests 
of Germany above those of this 
country.” 
Gen, Wood told of a $4000 check 
which had been tendered anony- 
mously, through a lawyer. He re- 
plied that before the committee 
would consider taking the gift it 
would have to know the name of 
the donor, or, if he still preferred 
to remain anonymous, would re- 
quire satisfactory assurance of his 
lack of Communist or Fascist lean- 
ings. 


“Peace or War?” 
The New York Times advertise- 
ment asked the question, “Peace or 
War?” and set out the creed of the 
committee in four points: 

1. The United States must 
build an impregnable defense for 
America, 

2. No foreign Power nor group 
of Powers can successfully attack 
a prepared America. 

3. Our Government’s sending 
more of its own ships, planes and 
materials of war to a belligerent 
overseas, dangerously weakens 
national defense at home and 
threatens to involve America in 
war abroad. 

4. American democracy can be 
preserved only by keeping out of 
war in Europe and Asia. 

After urging that we “arm to the 
teeth for defense,” with guns, 
planes, tanks and ships sufficient 
for a two-ocean navy, the advertise- 
ment takes direct issue with the 
White committee’s appeals for large 
and continuing aid to Great Britain 
as the first line of American de- 
fense, 

This is the argument of the 
America First group: 

“Let us get those armaments. Let 
us fix our own fences. 

“Let us stop our Government’s 
sending its planes, guns and ships 
to belligerents across the sea. We 
need them—need them vitally. 
Sending them overseas dissipates 
our strength at home, and involves 
us in war abroad. 

“Let’s get rid of war hysteria. 
Let’s not let millions of Americans 
risk their lives on foreign battle- 
fields because we lost our heads

Gen. Johnson’s Speech. 

A pamphlet issued by the commit- 
tee containing Gen. Johnson’s 
speech of Sept. 5 carries a post- 
script attacking the destroyer deal 
of Sept. 2 and also the pending 
proposal of the William Allen 
White Committee for the transfer 
of 25 “flying fortresses” to Great 
Britain. The views of the America 
First Committee on these two sub- 
jects are as follows: 

“Fifty American destroyers false- 
ly labeled ‘overage’ and ‘obsolete,’ 
though our navy had just refitted 
and modernized them at a cost of 
$50,000,000, have been transferred 
to England. The America _ First 
Committee was not organized at 
that time and could not call for 
a protest by Americans who are 
opposed to weakening their own 
country’s present inadequate de- 
fenses, 

“The transfer of 25, or more, of 
the Army’s 59 flying fortress-bomb- 
ers is now proposed by the com- 
mittee working for England in our 
country. Americans, well aware of 
the woeful lack of equipment for 
our small regular a -y, a shortage 
made more serious by the mobiliza- 
tion of the National Guard, and 
which will be tragic when the draft 
army goes into training, are urged 
by the America “irst Committee to 
protest against stripping the Ameri- 
can army of half of its serviceabie 
big bombing planes.” 

Gen. Wood’s Speech Oct. 4. 

A clear and comprehensive state- 
ment of the America First Com- 
mittee’s policies and objectives was 
made by Gen. Wood in his speech 
of Oct. 4 before the Chicago Council 
on Foreign Relations. This speech, 
which has attracted widespread at- 
tention and which has been com- 
mended even by opponents for its 
temperate manner, was printed in 
large part on the Post-Dispatch 
editorial page of Oct. 16. Gen. Wood 
set out the underlying conflict be- 
tween the twoschools of thought in 
this country on the subject of our 
foreign relations—the two schools 
that he says may be described 
roughly, but only roughly, as the 
“interventionist” and the “isola- 
tionist.” 

If the decision runs against the 
policies of the America First Com- 
mittee, said Gen. Wood, “I think 
you will find Americans like my- 


-|self, who sincerely believe such a 


course spells disaster to the nation, 
will be at their posts of duty in 
the service of this country. I am 
old-fashioned enough to believe in 
the toast offered by Stephen De- 
ecatur back in 1816: ‘Our Country!

GEN. WOOD SCOFFS 
AT INVASION DANGER 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26 (AP).— Gen. 
Robert E. Wood, chairman of the 
board of Sears, Roebuck & Co., de- 
clared tonight that “the minds of 
the people are confused” and “we 
are being edged into the war with- 
out the masses’ knowledge.” 

“The course we are pursuing is 
bound to involve us in the war,” 
he asserted in a prepared address. 
Gen. Wood served in France dur- 
ing the World War. : 

“The issue should be honestly 
presented to the people,” he added. 
“If we aid Britain, short of war 
beyond the limits of the Neutrality 
Act, it ultimately means war and 
should mean war. If we enter the 
war, we must enter it with all 
our strength in men and money. 
That is the only way to win a 
war.” 

Scoffing at the danger of an in- 
vasion by Germany, Gen. Wood 
said that “if this great country 
with its 130,000,000 people and its 
two great natural ocean barriers 
cannot defend itself, unaided by 
Britain or anybody else, it does 
not deserve to survive.” 

As for dangers of an economic 
war, he said that “Europe needs 
us more than we need Europe...” 

He added that “as long as we 
have products South America can 
use and above all, if they have 
products we can use, we. will get 
our full share of the trade.” 

“As for lack of organization, if 
needs be, we can meet fire with 
fire; we can set up export cartels 
and mass purchasing organizations 
and we can do this without dan- 
ger to our system.” 

He said he believed we should 
make it “clearly understood” that 
“no government in Mexico, Cen- 
tral America and the Caribbean 
South American countries will be 
tolerated unless it is friendly to 
the United States and that, if nec- 
essary, we are prepared to use 


force to attain that object.”

mer Lieutenant-Governor and 
a power with the United Mine 
Workers, and Philip Murray of 
the CIO steel workers, are giving 
President Roosevelt. Lewis demon- 
strated in 1938, when he and Guf- 
fey unsuccessfully backed Kennedy 
for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination, that he could not de- 
liver the hundreds of thousands of 
votes he claimed. The Republicans, 
of course, do not disavow Lewis, 
although two ardent Republicans, 
E. T. Weir and Thomas Girdler, 
have fought him and the CIO in 
factories and the courts, and on the 
other hand they don’t appear to be 
any too enthusiastic over the ef- 
fect of his broadcast. 

Almost the same can be said 
about the effect of the recent an- 
nouncement by former Gov. Gif- 
ford Pinchot, who calls himself a 
Progressive Republican, that he 
would support the President for 
third term. Republicans said that 
at most Pinchot might bring the 
President two or three thousand 
votes. 

The hard-boiled, impartial observ- 
ers insist that the $2 bills distribut- 
ed election day may turn the ma- 
jority to the Republicans or to the 
Democrats. There is also the old 
Pennsylvania custom of each party 
having “watchers” at the polling 
precincts. Five “watchers” are per- 
mitted to each party and the pay 
per “watcher” is $10. Each is sup- 
posed to account for five voters for 
the party paying him. Philadelphia 
alone has 1315 precincts, and 
“watchers” can cost a lot of mon- 
ey. The city of Philadelphia also 
has about 18,000 employes, who can 
be counted on to do their bit for 
the Republican party which gave 
them their jobs. 

In 1936, Gov. Earle and the Law- 
rence-Kelly machine controlled the 
State government, and Mayor S. 
Davis Wilson, an in-and-out Repub- 
lican, was head of the Philadel- 
phia government. President Roose- 
velt was at the height of his pop- 
ularity in Pennsylvania as well as 
throughout the rest of the country. 
The result was the 663,488 New Deal 
majority. Those conditions are ab- 
sent this year, and if the Presi- 
dent gets Pennsylvania’s 36 elec- 
toral votes, it will be by a greatly 
reduced majority.

NEARLY 30 SETBACK,

Several large pro- 
fessionals lines were reported liquidated 
while some orders were credited to hedg- 
ing operations against actual wheat re- 
deemed from Government loans, although 
reports indicated there were no signs of a 
definite change in producers’ holding pot- 
icies. Traders also watched European de- 
velopments ay in view of recent peace 
talk but this only emphasized uncertainty 
regarding foreign as well as domestic af- 
fairs.

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Midwest Jesuits Celebrate 
400 Years of Scholarship 


Order’s Achievements 


in 4 Fields Described 


by Delegates at Ceremony at 


St. Louis University. 


— 


Tribute to 400 years’ scholarly 
achievement by the Society of Jesus 
was paid yesterday at a colorful and 
impressive ceremony in the gym- 
nasium of St. Louis University. Rep- 
resentatives of learned societies, 
universities and colleges of the Mid- 
dle West, all in academic dress, 
heard four papers read by scholars 
on Jesuit contributions to liberal 
education, philosophy, science and 


theology. Students and friends of 
the university were seated in the 
balcony. 

An academic procession preceded 
the ceremony, at which the Rev. 
Harry B. Crimmins, president of 
the university, delivered the saluta- 
tion. Seated with him on the plat- 
form were Bishop Henry P. Rohl- 
man of Davenport, Ia.; Bishop 
Francis C. Kelley of Oklahoma City 
and Tulsa; the Rev. Peter A. 
Brooks, head of the Missouri Prov- 
ince of Jesuits, and the Rev, Ed- 
ward B. Rooney, executive secre- 
tary of the Jesuit Educational As- 
sociation, New York. Delegates 
read to the meeting greetings of 
learned societies after the presi- 
dent’s address. 

Bulwark of Humane Education. 

The founding of the Jesuit order, 
said Louis J. A. Mefcier, associate 
professor of romance languages at 
Harvard, coincided with what he 
called the beginning of “the period 
of devolution from Christianity to 
Deism and from Deism to natural- 
ism,” a process which eliminated 
God from men’s thinking and un- 
dermined humanism itself, by tak- 
ing away all divine endowment of 
man’s personality. This process, 
he said, has reached its peak in 
totalitarian Europe today, where 
the significance of individual per- 
sonality is no longer recognized. 

Through the centuries, he contin- 
ued, Jesuit teachers have stood fast 
against this trend, and they form 
today one of the main bulwarks of 
humane and liberal education, 
which respects “the inalienable 
rights and God-given nature of 
man.” In American schools, the 
speaker added, there is much of 
the naturalism of the trend now 
completed in Europe. The Jesuits. 
he concluded, “will surely continue 
to contribute to true liberalism in 
American education and help to 
keep us free men in a free nation.” 

Philosophy of the Order. 

In discussing Jesuit contributions 
to philosophy the Rev. Gerald B. 
Phelan, president of the Pontifical! 
Institute of Medieval Studies at 
Toronto University, laid particular 
stress on the initial philosophic 
bearings of the order set by its 
founder, St. Ignatius Loyola. When 
thinkers of the sixteenth century 
were floundering, Father Phelan 
said, and emphasizing eloquence 
and dialectics at the expense of 
penetrating thinking, “it is to the 
everlasting credit of the saint to 
have seen clearly that the salvation 
of philosophy could only be achieved 
by following again the lead of St. 
Thomas and Aristotle.” 

A review of Jesuit achievements 
in natural science was read by the 
Rev. James B. Macelwane, profes- 
sor of geophysics at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, who explained the order’s 
remarkable record as the result “of 
the generous abandon with which 
the true Jesuit, talented and well 
trained, throws himself into the 
lifework assigned to him by his 
superiors in the name of Christ, in 
whose service he would be ashamed 
Includ- 
ed in the long list of scientists were 
astronomers, mathematicians, bot- 
anists, biologists, representatives of 
every branch of natural research. 

Theological Achievements. 

“Sound conservatism and healthy 
progress” were called the first 
traits of Jesuit theology by the 
Rev. Thomas Plassman, president 
of St. Bonaventure College, Bona- 
venture, N. Y., who discussed the 
achievements of Jesuit theologians. 
Other characteristics of the theol- 
ogy of the order, “in a position to 


survey a larger world than older 
schools, since the ships of Colum-| 


bus had traversed the Atlantic,” 
are exuberance, force and grace, 
Father Plassman added. 

At a dinner last night for faculty 
members and visiting scholars at 
Hotel Coronado Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann expressed the _ city’s 
greetings to the order and recalled 
that “Father Marquette, a Jesuit, 
was one of the first white men to 
view the hills of St. Louis.’ Chan- 
cellor George Throop of Washing- 
ton University offered the felicita- 
tions of his institution and assented 
that “if education is not shot 
through with what we call soul and 
spirit it is bound to fail in whole 
or in part.” 


Bishop Schulte Speaks. 


Bishop Paul C. Schulte of Leaven- 
worth, Kan., reviewed the history 
of Jesuit activity in St. Louis and 
concluded: “Members of the order 
were the first of the white race 
to dwell here; they were the first 
to administer to the spiritual wants 
of the infant town, and now for 
more than a century they have 
labored in our midst to our spiritu- 
al and educational betterment.:And 
we feel sure that as long as our city 
lives they will remain with us hum- 
bly to continue their important 
role.” 


The anniversary opservance, 
which opened Friday, will close to- 
day. Solemn Pontifical Mass of 
Christ the King will be celebrated 
at 11 a. m. at St. Francis Xavier 
(College) Church by Archbishop 
Glennon. Bishop James H, Ryan 
of Omaha will preach. At 4 
Pp. m. a reception for St. Louis 
friends of the Jesuits will be held 
at the university gymnasium, 3672 
West Pine boulevard.

BUGLER TO SOUND 
“TAPS” TOMORROW 
FOR WORLD'S FAIR 


New York Exposition to Close 
Officially at Midnight 
Final Fling Planneu. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
A bugle will sound the official 


requiem at midnight tomorrow for 
the New York World’s Fair, after 
a two-year run that has drawn 
nearly 45,000,000 visitors to Flush- 
ing Meadows. 

The bugler sounding “taps” on 
the shores of Liberty Lake in the 
amusement area will signal the of- 
ficial end of the $150,000,000 exposi- 
tion, but fun-seekers will be per- 
bitted a final fling into the morn- 
ing hours before the gates finally 
are closed. To keep their frolick- 
ing within bounds, 1000 uniformed 
patrolmen will be on hand. 

Next week, workmen will begin 
demolishing the hundreds of 
buildings and converting the site 
into a city park. 

On the basis of a “preliminary 
forecast” made public recently by 
Harvey D. Gibson, fair board chair- 
man, investors stand to receive 
about 38.4 cents on the dollar. The 
total debt is $26,862,800. 

Opening April 30, 1939, the Fair’s 
theme during its first year was 
“The World of Tomorrow.” It ran 
185 days, closing Oct. 31, 1939. This 
year it opened May 11, emphasiz- 
ing “Peace and Freedom.” 

Biggest day for the two-year pe- 
riod was Labor day of 1939, when 
492,446 passed through the turn- 
stiles.

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CAPTION ERROR 
MAY INVALIDATE 
M CAWLEY BILL 


Proposition to Repeal Wild- 
life Code Improperly Des- 
ignated as Constitutional 
Amendment.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 26.—An 
error by the Secretary of State's 
department in designating the Mc- 


Cawley anti-Conservation Commis- 
sion proposal as a constitutional 
amendment, instead of an initiated 
law proposition, in certifying it for 
publication, and for the Nov. 5 
election ballot, may invalidate the 
costly measure, even if it is ap- 
proved in the election, it was 
learned today. 

The proposal was designated as 
“Proposed Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 5” in the official certifica- 
tion of the text for publication in 
newspapers in each county of the 
State in advance of the election. 
It has been published that way at 
a cost of more than $80,000. 

It was certified to the county 
clerks, to be placed on the official 
ballots, as “Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 5.” 

Purpose of Measure. 

However, the measure, sponsored 
by former State Senator A. L. Mc- 
Cawley of Carthage, is not a con- 
stitutional amendment but a law 
proposed through the initiative. It 
is designed to repeal the entire con- 
servation code adopted by the State 
Conservation Commission and to 
re-enact the old game and fish laws 
as they existed prior to June 30, 
1939. 

It does not change or modify the 
constitutional provision which cre- 
ated the commission and gave it 
broad powers over conservation ac- 
tivities, including the adoption of 
regulations. 

This McCawley proposal, widely 
opposed by conservationists, has 
been attacked as a useless measure 
because it seeks to re-instate obso- 
lete statutes, does not affect the 
commission’s authority to set up 
new regulations and on the ground 
it is in direct conflict with the con- 
stitutional provision creating the 
commission. 

Waste of Funds Charged. 

It has been charged the measure 
will result in the wasting of more 
than $80,000 of State funds to pay 
for its publication. 

E. Sydney Stephens of Columbia, 
chairman of the State Conservation 
Commission, said today that “based

error in designating the measure as 
a constitutional amendment would 
invalidate it.” 

Stephens said he had been ad- 
vised that the improper designation 
of the proposal was a fatal defect, 
“on the ground that it was a mis- 
representation of the nature of the 
proposal and fails to properly in- 


‘i\form the voter. although the error 


is not repeated in the title of the 


act.” 


Legal Test Indicated. 

It was indicated the question 
would be raised in a legal test if 
the proposition should be approved 
by voters in the general election. 

The required publication of the 
text of the initiated law and six 
proposed constitutional ballots to 
appear on the ballot for five inser- 
tions in advance of the election is 
nearly complete. The official bal- 
lots have been printed in many of 
the counties, it was said. 

The title prepared for the act by 
the Attorney-General’s department 
does not repeat the error in the 
caption of calling it a constitutional 
amendment. Only the caption and 
the title appear on the ballot, 

This title reads “A proposition to 
repeal the wildlife and forestry code 
and all laws and regulations or- 
dained and established by the Con- 
servation Commission, created by 
constitutional amendment No. 4, 
adopted by the people of Missouri 
at the general election in 1936, and 
enacting in lieu thereof the fish 
and game laws of the State of Mis- 
souri as they existed on and prior 
to June 30, 1939.” 

Publication Costs, 

Publication of the seven pro- 
posals to appear on the ballot will 
cost $135,240, or $1176 for each of 
the 114 counties and the City of 
St. Louis, according to a final esti- 
mate by the Secretary of State's 
office. The McCawley conservation 
proposal represents slightly more 
than 60 per cent of the total text 
printed, or more than $80,000. 
McCawley directed circulation of 
the initiative petitions for his con- 
servation code, and also for the 
Painter highway program, which is 
Amendment No. 6 on the ballot. He 
sponsored still another proposal, 
for “revision” of the conservation 
amendment, which failed to obtain 
the required number of signatures.

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ROSEVELT LEAD 
BY WIDE MAR 
INTHE FAR WES 


But This Would Probably 
Not Be Case if Willkie 
Had Presented Alterna- 
tive Foreign Policy.

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 26. 
President Roosevelt is an over- 
whelming favorite to carry most 
of the states of the Far West, 
but if his Republican opponent had 
presented an alternative foreign! 
policy this problem would not be 
the case, 

No other set of circumstances 
stands out so clearly after 6000 
miles of travel between the Rocky 
Mountains and the headlands of 
the Pacific Coast. Thousands of 
men and women openly regret the 
fact that they will not be given an 
opportunity to vote on the question 
of America’s attitude toward the 
European war and the Asiatic 
crisis. 

Almost all polls, even those con- 
ducted by Republican papers, show 
Roosevelt far ahead in these 
states. This is surprisingly true in 
Oregon, where the senior United 
States Senator, Charles L. McNary, 
is Wendell Willkie’s running-mate. 

Virtually every observer agrees 
that the only development which 
could deprive the President of a 
sweep in the West would be a 
situation definitely establishing 
Willkie as the peace candidate. 
Some of the elements necessary for 
guch a situation may have been 
compounded when Senator Hiram 
Johnson, veteran California non- 
interventionist, denounced a third 
term and indorsed the Willkie-Mc- 
Wary ticket. 

Against Intervention. 

Interventionists like to pretend 
that the Far West is not pre- 
dominantly against intervention. 
This pretension defies the facts. 
Senators and Congressmen general- 
ly follow the wishes of their con- 
stituents. Many of the leading 
politicians from the West, includ- 
ing McNary, voted last August 
against the repeal of the arms em- 
bargo. 

_ This year five of the eight Sen- 
ators from the Columbia River 
basin voted against conscription. 
The majority of the Senators from 
the 11 Far Western states, Wash- 
ington, California, Idaho, Oregon, 
Montana, Nevada, Utah, New 
Mexico, Wyoming, Colorado and 
Arizona, voted to restrict the serv- 
ive of the National Guard to the 
United States and possessions. Mc- 
Nary supported the amendment de- 
laying the draft, although Willkie 
specifically condemned it. 

Over the last 30 years, members 
of Congress from the Far West 
have made a considerably more 
non-interventionist voting record 
than the members from any other 
region. The most forceful and 
dramatic of them all, the late Sen- 
ator William E. Borah, represented 
the State of Idaho for a third of 
a century. 

Although Roosevelt many times 
of late has questioned the wisdom 
of isolation, the leading Far West- 
ern Senators in his own party con- 
tinue to be non-interventionists— 
Wheeler of Montara, Bone of Wash- 
ington, Worth Clark of Idaho, 
Downey of California, Edwin John- 
son and Adams of Colorado. 

What Primaries Showed. 

Recent primary elections also are 
a barometer of sentiment in the 
great open spaces. Senator Ashurst 
of Arizona, an opponent of con- 
scription, was defeated. But in 
four other elections the opponents 
of conscription were decisively vic- 
torious. Burton K, Wheeler won a 
3-to-1 triumph. Senator John 
Thomas of Idaho, who drafted the 
minority report of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee denouncing the 
Burke-Wadsworth bill, was renom- 
inated almost 6 to 1. 

Hiram Johnson captured the 
nomination of the Democratic, Re- 
publican and Progressive parties of 
California. Men who ran against 
him on pro-conscription planks got 
lost in the count. The Democratic 
primaries in the State of Washing- 
ton resulted in an upset victory for 
former Senator C. C. Dill over Gov. 
Clarence D. Martin, seeking re- 
election. In the closing days of the 
campaign Martin ran full-page ad- 
vertisements in the Seattle papers 
citing Dill’s vote against conscrip- 
tion in 1917. He asked the voters 
if they wanted Dill to become 
commander of the State’s National 
Guard. Dill’s margin of victory was 
nearly 2 to 1. 

Western adherents of both presi- 
dential candidates have pleaded 
with them to soft-pedal any bellig- 
erent or warlike utterances. 

On his train, Willkie told a press 
eonference that he very much 

doubted the notion that one part! 
of the country was any more op- 
posed to intervention than another 
part. Newspaper men who dis- 
puted him wondered why a pre- 
ponderance of the leading  non- 
interventionists seemed to come 
from the Far West, or why 
Willkie’s own running-mate was 
frequently breaking away from

and a lofty mountain wall. The 
Pacific Ocean is a different prop- 
osition. Its breakers crash on the 
western coast. Warships riding 
its swells create ripples that are 
seen in San Francisco and Port- 
land and Tacoma. 


The possibility of trouble in the 
Pacific has been of more concern 
than the actual occurences of 
trouble in_the Atlantic. Yet there 


is still“a large segment of non- 
interventionist sentiment in the 
states of the Far West. A sudden 


shifting of this vote to Willkie 
seems, at the moment, to be the 
one factor which might weaken the 
Roosevelt strength here. On other 
issues of importance to the West 
—conservation, farm relief, power 
development, reclamation, rura! 
electrification, labor laws—Roose- 
velt has a record of performance 
which Willkie is finding hard to 
meet. 

The Republicans now indicate 
they may try to base their last- 
ditch campaign on the peace issue. 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson is speaking 
of Willkie as the candidate of 
peace. Hiram Johnson has joined 
the G. O. P. entourage. With 
Dorothy Thompson and other 
prominent  interventionists sup- 
porting Roosevelt anyway, some 
Republicans are saying they might 
as well bid for the peace vote. 
The Elliott Roosevelt episode has 
been capitalized on at every op- 
portunity. 


Democratic Moves. 


Oscar L. Chapman, former 
Undersecretary of the _ Interior, 
who is handling the Democratic 
campaign in the West, has told the 
Democratic National Committee 
not to.send any more intervention- 
ist speakers into these parts. News 
that Ambassador Bullitt might 
make some talks in the West 
brought howls of indignation from 
Democratic candidates. “Is he go- 
ing to speak under the sponsorship 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee?” one Democrat inquired 
sarcastically, 

Chapman finally has had his 
way, and the New Dealers will 
conclude the campaign in the Far 
West with Senator George W. Nor- 
ris of Nebraska, an opponent of 
conscription and the last survivor 
of the six Senators who voted 
against American participation in 
the World War. He is speaking 
in Portland, Sacramento, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 

Some leading Republicans main- 
tain that Willkie, running on a 
duplication of Roosevelt’s foreign 
policy plank, will not do as well 
in the West as would have Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft, running on a 
straight pledge of no entanglement 
in the quarrels of Europe and Asia. 


SHELL LOSES FIGHT TO KEEP 
ITS OlL RIGHTS IN COLOMBIA 


Court Ruling Gives Government 
Lands Previously Considered 
Private Property. 
BOGOTA, Colombia, Oct. 26 
(AP).—The Supreme Court, in a 


decision which appeared only to 
affect explorations by the Shell 
Co., ruled today that 80 per cent 
of oil lands previously considered 


private property should be _ re- 
turned to the nation. 
The Shell Co. won a lower 


court decision last December rec- 
ognizing the oil lands as private 
property. The company then noti- 
fied the Government it was drill- 
ing on reputedly private lands.

DRAFT A STEP 10 WAR 


‘Roosevelt Seems Determined 
to Take America Into Con- 
flict,” He Asserts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
GIDEON, Mo., Oct. 26.—Man- 


vel H. Davis, Republican candidate 
for United States Senator, and Ray 
Mabee, candidate for Attorney- 
General, were the principal 
speakers at a Southeast Missouri 
Republican rally in Gideon tonight. 

Davis denounced the Conscription 
Act and reviewed generally the Re- 


publican campaign crijicisms of 
President Roosevelt. Mabee criti- 
cised the record of his opponent, 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick, 
in connection with the insurance 
rate compromise and the handling 
of insurance litigation by McKit- 
trick. 

Davis said there was no reason 
for a “call to arms” in time of 
peace. “Mr. Roosevelt seems de- 
termined to take America into the 
world conflict,” he said. “Already 
he has conscripted several million 
of our fine boys, making only one 
exception, Capt. Elliott Roosevelt. 
Just why the nation’s young men 
should be called to arms in time of 
peace no one except Mr. Roosevelt 
knows. No nation is bothering us, 
none is pointing even a finger at us. 

“If the honor or safety of the 
nation is in danger, conscription 
will not be necessary. Every red- 
blooded American will then rush 
to the colors.” 

Mabee charged that the office 
of the Attorney-General under Mc- 
Kittrick had taken no action in be- 
half of the fire insurance policy- 
holders to recover the excess pre- 
miums taken from them.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).—

was “no possibility of favoritism.” 

“In this momentuous operation 
of the law of chance,” Dykstra 
said in a statement “represent- 
atives of all walks of life will re- 
ceive identical privileges.” 

The drawing, to determine the 
order in which 800,000 men wiil 
be called for a year’s military 
training by next June 15, is to 
be held in the inter-departmental 
auditorium between the Capitol 
and the White House. 

Lists Must Be Posted. 

As officials rushed preparations 
for its conduct, word went out 
to local boards that all registra- 
tion cards must be given a serial 
number and the list of numbers 
posted publicly before the drawing 
starts. 

President Roosevelt will open 
Tuesday’s ceremony with a brief 
address, and Secretary of War 
Stimson will draw the first of the 
8500 blue capsules containing the 
serial numbers from the bowl used 
for the same purpose during the 
World War. 

Stimson will be followed, Dykstra 
said, by Secretary of the Navy 
Knox, Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau, Attorney General 
Jackson and Representative Paul 
Kilday, (Dem.), Texas, in that 
order. Because of the pressure of 
his duties, Secretary of State Hull 
declined an invitation to partici- 
pate. 

Meanwhile, extraordinary  pre- 
cautions were taken to insure that 
no one tampered with the capsules. 
Secret Service men and armed 
Treasury guards, transferred then 
in an armored car from draft head- 
quarters to Treasury vaults. 

Under Police Guard. 

The capsules had beén under 
police guard alk last night in 
Dykstra’s office after a crew of 
eight girls, working more than 
four hours, had placed the num- 
bered slips in them. 

Officials announced that army 
planes would roar over the scene 
of the lottery as it gets underway, 
and that an honor guard of 500 
uniformed veterans of former wars 
would form a lane through which 
President Roosevelt will pass as he 
enters the auditorium. 

After the first few hundred cap- 
sules have been drawn, the task 
will be turned over to trained 
teams who will work in relays. 
The drawing will consume be- 
tween 12 and 16 hours, officials 
estimated.

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ROOSEVELT AILS 
FLEET IN NAVY DAY 
LETTER TO ANG 


Latter to Speak Today in 
Worldwide Broadcast — 
Demonstrations Planned 
in Many Cities. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt told the Amer- 
ican fleet tonight on the eve of the 
nineteenth annual Navy day that 
it was “a deterrent to .hose nations 
who would plant the heel of dicta- 
torship across this hemisphere.” 

“I pray,” he said in a letter to 
Secretary of the Navy Knox, “that 
it (the navy) will continue to em- 
phasize, by its .trength, our de- 
termination to remain a free peo- 
ple, marching steadily along the 
open road that holds peace of the 
spirit as well as a full and worthy 
material life.” 

The President’s letter was pub- 
lished along ith an exchange of 
greeting between the army and 
navy of the eve of a Vavy day ob- 
servance which is to be restricted 
“in the interests of national se- 
curity.” 

The text of Roosevelt’s letter: 
“This year, with the flames of 
war raging in nations across the 
Atlantic and Pacific, Navy day is 
very close to the hearts of the 
American people. For them and 
for myself, I wish on this occasion 
to assure you of our utmost faith 
and pride in the ability and integ- 
rity of the personnel of the navy 
and Marine Corps. 

“Officers and men of the naval 
service have carried on splendidly 
in fair weather and foul. Their 
devotion to duty, their spirited en- 
deavor to keep the navy strong, is 
an inspiration to those who hold 
this country’s welfare above self. 

“There has been a recurrent ten- 
dency throughout our history to 
overlook the navy and its needs, 
particularly after a war. We have 
been correcting this in the last 
few years. Now, faced with the 
fact that this nation is entering 
new, rapidly changing, and un- 
predictable world conditions, we 
are embarked on a national defense 
program that reaches into the home 
of every one of our citizens. 

Co-ordinated Efforts. 

“IT know from personal observa- 
tion, as do you, that industry and 
our naval establishment today are 
co-ordinating their efforts in every 
conceivable manner, to the end 
that our fleet shall be a deterrent 
to those nations who would plant 
the heel of dictatorship across this 
hemisphere. 

“I take this opportunity to con- 
gratulate you and your great or- 
ganization on these efforts. I have 
the greatest confidence in the navy. 
Its thoughts are directed towards 
successful prosecution of war, 
should war unfortunately come, and 
it constantly strives to be a guar- 
dian of our statesmanship. 

“IT pray that it will continue to 
emphasize, by its strength, our de- 
termination to remain a free peo- 
ple, marching steadily along the 
open road that holds peace of the 
spirit as well as a full and worthy 
material life.” 

Recent Navy Progress. 

Progress toward realization of 
ithe ultimate goal of a two-ocean 
navy was disclosed, meanwhile, by 
an official compilation showing 
that six new fighting ships were 
added to the fleet last month, four 
others were launched and keels of 
four more laid. 

With the start of work on the 
45,000-ton battleship New Jersey, 
six new dreadnaughts are on the 
ways, and two others have been 


launched and are nearing comple- 
tion. 

The co-operation between’ the 
land and sea forces was empha- 
sized in an exchange of letters 
among Secretary of War Stimson, 
Gen. George C. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff, and Knox. 

To a letter “rom Stimson praising 
the navy's “present high state of 
preparedness,” Knox replied that 
the “co-ordinated effort in building 
the national defense will insure our 
countrymen against any and all at- 
tacks upon their freedom.” 

Knox Radio Speech. 

Knox, Assistant Secretary Lewis 
Compton, and Admiral Harold R. 
Stark are to speak tomorrow on a 
worldwide radio broadcast, but 
there will be no general visiting of 
ships of the fleet or shore stations. 
Vessels assigned to training reserv- 
ists will receive visitors and drills 
and demonstrations are scheduled 
at many cities. 

A three-day observance of the oc- 
casion which co-incides with the 
birthday anniversary of Theodore 
Roosevelt was opened today with a 
ceremony at the monument here 
to John Paul Jones, “Father of the 
American Navy,” where wreathes 
were placed by patriotic organiza- 
tions,

THIRTY-FIRST DISTRICT. 


Michael Kinney, Democrat, in- 
cumbent—Long a Democratic lead- 
er in St. Louis and a powerful fig- 
ure in Missouri legislative affairs, 
he is seeking an eighth successive 
four-year term as Senator. His le- 
gal address, in the Fifth Ward and 
the Thirty-first Senatorial District, 
is the St. Francis Hotel, 604 Chest- 
nut street, but it has long been un- 
derstood that he mad his home 
with a daughter in the suburbs. He 
is 65 and has been in the Senate 
since 1912, when he succeeded his 
brother, Tom (Snake) Kinney. 

For years he was a member of 
the Casey-Kinney-Brogan triumvir- 
ate which dominated the Senate and 
controlled the course of legislation, 
with few exceptions. The trio lost 
one member through the death of 
State Senator Joseph H. Brogan of 
St. Louis last July 22. The third 
member, and dean, Senator Michael 
E. Casey of Kansas City, is seeking 
re-election for a ninth term. 

Usually Wins. 

Kinney, an attorney, is a soft- 
spoken veteran of many legislative 
battles, in which he ugually won. 
He has numerous clients, but rare- 
ly appears in courts or hearing 
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rooms, while he frequently has 
business with State departments 
and officials. He is a member of 
the Democratic State Committee 
and until this year was city com- 
mitteeman for his ward in St. 
Louis. 

In the 1939 Legislature Kinney 
broke on one issue with Casey and 
Brogan and actively supported Gov. 
Stark's bill for State control of the 
Kansas City Police Department. In 
the Aug. 6 primary election Kinney 
threw his support to Gov. Stark for 
the Democratic nomination fo9 
United States Senator, but Stark 
was defeated. | 

Kinney sponsored in the last ses-' 
sion a marriage health bill and an- 
other measure to require public 
sales of public bonds, among other 
bills. Both measures failed. He us- 
ually sponsors legislation in which 
business is interested, but has han- 
died and supported many public 
‘welfare measures in his career. 

Frank BR. Slay, Republican—Filed 
frim. 715 Pine street, Arlington 
Hotel, his legal or voting residence; 
home, 4560 Clayton avenue. Clerk, 
auditing department, Terminal 
Railroad. Ran for the Republican 
nomination for State Senator in 
this district in 1936 but lost. 

Slay and the six precinet election 
officials of the eleventh precinct 
of the Fifth Ward in the 1936 
primary were indicted in the in- 
vestigation of general frauds in 
that primary. Slay was charged 
with inducing these officials to 
make a false canvass and return 
of the vote and the officials were 
charged with doing so. The charges 
against Slay and the others were 
dismissed, without trial, two years 
later, on the ground the ballots 
could not be used as evidence, 
under a Supreme Court decision. 
In that precinct favored Demo- 
cratic candidates all were credited 
with 170 votes, while their op- 
ponents got none, and on the Re- 
publican sideone group of condi- 
dates was allowed 125 votes and 
another only 83. 

Slay’s voting address is ih the 
Fifth Ward, the bailiwick of Mike 
Kinney, veteran Democratic Sen- 
ator of the Thirty-first District. 
Slay says he was only a watcher 
in the precinct and knew nothing 
about the offense with which he 
was charged.

Suggested Lottery. 

A municipal lottery to raise pub- 
lic funds was suggested by Lietchen 
in 1934. He made an unsuccess- 
ful effort to prevent city employ- 
ment of consulting engineers and 
other experts on a fee basis. As 
chairman of an important alder- 
manic committee, while still op- 
posed to Dickmann, he fought to 
eliminate remaining Republican 
jobholders. Out of seven persons 
listed as registered voters at his 
home in July, 1936, the 
Post-Dispatch found that four did 
not live there and another resided 
in the upstairs flat. 

Lietchen regularly advocated tax 
reduction, opposed a city sales tax 
and put through a bill to reduce 
city automobile license fees, which 
was knocked out by veto. He op- 
posed the $7,500,000 riverfront me- 
morial bond ordinance in 1935. He 
was head of the committee which 
jhandled the standard milk control 
ordinance and the venereal disease 
control ordinance.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26. 

EW YORK is going to miss 
Nits World's Fair more than 

it May now realize, and it’s 
a safe bet that next summer, 
when it finds it hasn’t got any- 
where to go but Coney Island, 
there is going to be a lot of 
hearty damning of the admin- 
istration that cut short the fair 
just as it was really getting un- 
der way. For the pleasures and 
pavilions of Flushing didn’t 
really begin to capture the imag- 
ination of New Yorkers until its 
second year, when they sud- 
denly discovered that here was 
a charming and easily accessible 
resort that could be achieved 
every night in the week, and 
not only once or twice a sum- 
mer when out-of-town visitors 
demanded to be shown the 
sights. 


They discovered, too, and con- 
trary to their characteristic ini- 
tial cynicism, that it was a very 
good fair indeed, creating an 
illusion of glamour and _  “°ro- 
mance in the midst of the near- 
ly universal drabness of exist- 
ence. And then, thoroughly sold 
on its beauties and bewilder- 
ments, they began to regard it 
as a permanent sort of New 
York institution. “Tear down 
all these buildings and destroy 
all these gardens and  foun- 
tains?” they said. “Phooey! The 
Mavor won't let them. He’s no 
such fool!” From cynicism to 
fatuousness is the normal course 
of the New York intelligence on 
any subject. It would seem rea- 
sonable, however, if, even if the 
foreign exhibits must for good 
and sufficient reasons be dis- 
mantled, that the amusement 
area might be retained, with 
its harmless and agreeable beer 
bars, shooting galleries and 
slightly used lion exhibits.

Melt butter, blend in flour, 
add salt, and add milk gradual- 
ly, stirring constantly over di- 
rect heat utnil sauce boils and 
thickens.

Beat 
egg yolks until thick and light- 
colored, and gradually stir in 
hot gheese sauce. Cool partial- 
ly, then fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg whites.

What a lot you’ve missed. Never, 
in all the range of human fodder 
was there more mouth-watering 
fare than this savory Italian soup. 
But I warn you—it takes more than 
a list of ingredients to make good 
minestrone. You've got to go back. 
Back to the hunger that gnaws at 
each human’s heart as well as his 
flesh. Back to the simple, element- 
al things that alone can feed that 
hunger and make life a lusty ad- 
venture instead of a limping re- 
treat. Back, for instance, to the 
patch where these roots and herbs 
grew. 

It’s coo] there now, at 6 a. m., 
with the dawn barely silvering the 
cobwebs on the pumpkin vines, and 
the first light glinting like tinsel on 
the tall bean-poles. Between the 
poles, close to the damp, dim earth, 
the darkness clings. And in the 
woods which edge the clearing, it’s 
still night. Here, in this half-wild 
space, grubbed from the heart of 
the California Sierra, the mine- 
strone begin, with something of the 
wilderness’ savage savour season- 
ing each root and pod. 

Stout mountain soil... sunlight 
as lusty as the forest wind... and 
human hope and hunger, sweat and 
pride. These lie behind my pot of 
minestrone. The makings? Any- 
thing you find, according to the 
season of the year. 

Those wide, flat beans from Italy, 
which Yankee kitchens seldom see. 
Kohlrabi, celery, onions, tomatoes 
and succini, parsnips and carrots, 
artichokes, summer squash and 


[> you get a whiff of garlic, pep- 
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Brussel sprouts. And, from the 
herbs a pungent handful of sweet 
rosemary, tarragon, thyme, bay 
leaf and marjoram. All crackling 
crisp with dew and tinctured, some- 
how, with the smell of cedar, fir 
and pine. 

Good, common stuff, heaped in 
a wooden bowl. When breakfast’s 
done I'll sort and slice it for the 
soup, adding it slowly to the bacon 
sizzling in the old, black pot... 
covering with water, clear as splin- 
tered crystal from the granite 
depths. No frills or fuss about our 
evening meal. A wooden table and 
a bunch of zinnias. The big tureen 
abrim with minestrone, its smoking 
thickness topped with grated 
cheese. A crusty loaf of bread 
I’ve baked myself, a glass of warm- 
ing wine from our own grapes, a 
dish of home-grown fruit. Then 
quiet hours around the fireplace 
with books and homework, apples, 
drowsy talk. 

Good, common stuff. Yet the 
best of life is made like that. Not 
from mad risks and flaming spec- 
tacles, but from simple, quiet hap- 
penings, happenings we hardly no- 
tice at the time. 

But when the fret and froth of 
life are done, when all the flame 
and fury shall have passed away, 
we will hold fast to those few 
things which gave us lasting joy, 
and know their worth. We will 
forget the glitter and the glare, the 
noisy triumph and the frantic feud, 
and see, at last, that that which 
counted most was plain and honest 
a. that pot of soup. 

A hearty base of work and self- 
respect... good laughter and the 
precious nourishment of love... 
a dash of dreams ... a spice of 
recklessness.

Ravioli Pasta 


ITH fall in the air the ap- 

petite craves for the filling 

foods such as spaghetti or 
ravioli. Spaghetti has become 
quite Americanized, and this is 
easy to understand, as it is a man- 
ufactured article, and the only 
thing remaining for the housewife 
to do is to make a tasty sauce and 
serve it. Not so with ravioli. The 
pasta has to be prepared in the 
home, but this is not difficult, no 
more so than making a batch of 
noodles. The following recipe will 
take care of numerous requests 
that have come in lately. 


RAVIOLI PASTA 
One and one-half cups flour, few 
grains salt, one egg or two ‘egg 
yolks, warm water. 


Sift flour onto board. Drop egg 
into center and moisten with warm 
water to make a stiff noodle dough. 
Knead until smooth, cover and let 
stand about 10 minutes. Roll dough 
as thin as possible with rolling pin 
and divide it into two sheets. Put 
a teaspoon of ravioli mixture on 
one sheet, having the little dabs 
about two inches apart. Cover with 
sheet of dough, moisten around edge 
and press edges together. Also 
press top sheet of dough gently 
around the little mounds of ravioli 
mixture, Cut into uniform size 
with pastry jagger. Drop ravioli 
into boiling chicken broth or salted 
water and cook at simmering point 
for 10 minutes, Remove from broth 
with skimmer, draining thoroughly. 
Arrange on hot plates or platter 
and sprinkle with grated Parmesan 
cheese. Serve with a well seasoned 
tomato sauce.

was in St. Louis to fly an experi- 
mental military plane. 

Although Allen is small and slight 
of build and Chi'd is a husky six- 
footer, there is an amazing resem- 
blance in the personal character- 
istics of the two flyers. Each is 
mild mannered, quiet spoken and 
highly scientific—professor types. 
There is none of the swaggering 
color, which the movies and pop- 
ular conception attaches ‘to test 
pilots. 

Allen’s accomplishments have 
been told in a feature story in this 
section of the Post-Dispatch. He 
has been testing airplanes since the 
last World War and has been at 
the controls on the maiden flights 
of most of the larger planes now 
in commercial and military service 
in the United States. His tech- 
nique in handling a big plane is the 
envy of all pilots. 

Child broke into the headlines in 
January, 1939,. when he dived a 
Curtiss Hawk pursuit plane at an 
estimated speed of 600 miles an 
hour, 10 miles a minute, in a dem- 
onstration at Buffalo for French 
flying officers. At that time 100 
Hawks were being constructed for 
the French at the Buffalo plant. 
The speed was so great that the 
marker on the speed _ indicator 
jumped off the paper above 575 
miles an hour and Child traveled 
faster during that screaming 9000- 
foot vertical dive than man had 
ever moved before. 


When Child pointed the Hawk 
toward the earth he sighted on the 
shimmering glass roof of a green- 
house, he related later. A fleet- 
ing thought of the moment was 
that, if the wings came off or the 
plane failed to pull out of the dive 
he would end up in an appropriate 
confusion of flowers. 


The Hawk pulled out of the dive 
without ill effects and Child wrote 
a scientific report on the experi- 
ence. All tests do not end so hap- 
pily. On another occasion Child 
was not satisfied with the perform- 
ance of a military ship. There was 
a matter of vibration during cer- 
tain maneuvers which puzzled him. 
He took the plane up for a final 
hop, and succeeded in breaking 
it apart in the air. Associates say 
that Child’s complete report of 
what happened indicates that he 
watched the plane disintegrate and 
noted each structural failure. When 
the time came to leave the ship 
the wreck was in such a whirl 
that Child was thrown violently 
from the cockpit. The _ factory 
crew came out to pick up the 
pieces, and found Child calmly 
drinking milk on a farmer’s porch. 

As chief test pilot for the Curtiss 
Aeroplane Division, Child has dem- 
onstrated the P-40 pursuit plane, 
now used by our army; the SBC4 
dive bomber; the YP37 interceptor 
fighter; the XS03C1 scout observa-

first two months after Wendell Willkie’s speech at Elwood 

accepting the Republican nomination, he was a battler 
without an opponent. President Roosevelt studiously and 
ostentatiously ignored him. Challenges to debate were laughed off. 
The President considered himself too busy with the tremendous 
rearmament program and the grave international situation to devote 
time to political campaigning. While Willkie stumped up and down
